Activists 
critical of 
Coburn 
on AIDS 
panel

W hile gay Republicans have 
tried to paint President Bush’s 
choices for his HIV/AIDS ad¬ 
visory council as bringing diversity to 
the panel, other gay groups have at¬ 
tacked some of the appointments as 
unqualified and a step backwards in 
the fight against HIV and AIDS. 

“We are pleased to see representa¬ 
tives from the trenches of HIV/AIDS 
care. Unfortunately, what we also see 
is a heavy influence of religious repre¬ 
sentation and people whose policy is 
clearly an abstinence-only approach to 
HIV/AIDS prevention,” said Gay and 
Lesbian Mescal Association Executive 
Director Maureen S. O’Leary. “What 
we would like to see are more council 
members who are in the forefront of 
AIDS medicine. We don’t see expertise 
in vaccine and treatment research.” 

The appointments of two conserv¬ 
ative Republicans, former Representa¬ 
tive Tom Cobum (R-Oklahoma) as 
co-chair and Patricia Funderburk 
Ware as executive director, have raised 
the most concerns. Cobum served as 
vice-chairman of the House Com¬ 
merce Health and Environment Sub¬ 
committee, which oversees HIV/AIDS 
care and treatment bOls. 

“While we applaud President Bush 
for recognizing the importance of 
[the council], the appointment of 
Coburn, well-known for his conserv¬ 
ative beliefs, will send a very negative 
message about the future direction of 
HIV/AIDS policy,” said Daniel Mon¬ 
toya, former executive director of the 
council.

Court hearing 
continues for two 
jailed activists

T he preliminary hearing continued last 
week in the cases of Michael Petrelis 
and David Pasquarelli, who are accused 
of making harassing and threatening 
phone calls to members of the media (in¬ 
cluding the editor of the Bay Area Reporter), 
the Department of Public Health, and staff of 
the University of California at San Francisco. 

According to the San Francisco District 
Attorney’s office, Petrelis and Pasquarelli are 
charged with a combined total of nearly 40 
misdemeanor and felony counts including 
conspiracy, stalking, and making terrorist 
threats. The men were arrested November 28 
as they left a courtroom following a tempo¬ 
rary restraining order hearing. Petrelis and 
Pasquarelli have since been held in jail on 
bails of $500,000 and $600,000, respectively; 
three judges have declined to reduce the bail 
amounts. 

The hearing before Superior Court Judge 
Perker Meeks resumed on Wednesday, Janu¬ 
ary 23, where it left off in mid-December. Pe¬ 
trelis and Pasquarelli, appearing in court clad 
in orange prison uniforms, seemed healthy 
and in good spirits. 

Testimony began with Sabin Russell, one 
of five San Francisco Chronicle st^ff members 
who allegedly received phone calls from Pe¬ 
trelis and Pasquarelli. Russell testified that be¬ 
ginning on November 7, he received several 
calls at his office and his unlisted home num¬ 
ber. 

Machaela Hoctor of the district attorney’s 
office played excerpts of several of the taped 
calls. The caller, identified as Petrelis, called 


Russell “a propagandist for UCSF and the 
health department.” Russell testified that he 
found the caller’s reference to a “day of ac¬ 
countability” “vaguely threatening” and filed 
a police report. 

In the early morning hours of November 
8 more messages were left on Russell’s an¬ 
swering machine. In these calls, a different 
voice said, “If you don’t stop demonizing gay 
men we will run you out of town on a rail,” 
and “if there’s one more word demonizing 
queers from you, you’re finished ... forever.” 
Russell said he had a “strong suspicion” that 
the new caller was Pasquarelli, whom he had 
seen on a recent 60 Minutes program. Russell 
testified that he regarded the message as a 
death threat, and said he asked neighbors to 
watch out for his son and started^ carrying a 
screwdriver and sleeping with a baseball bat 
next to his bed. 

The calls continued over the following 
week, even after Chronicle lawyers obtained a 
temporary restraining order. On one tape the 
caller, who seems to be reading from a pre¬ 
pared statement, sounded somewhat differ¬ 
ent from the voices on the previous tapes and 
denied he was Pasquarelli. 

The charges leveled against Petrelis and 
Pasquarelli require proof that the defendants 
intended to cause their victims fear. Petrelis’s 
attorney, Stuart Blumstein, attempted to por¬ 
tray the calls allegedly made by his client as 
annoying (Blumstein himself used the term 
“infantile”) but not threatening. He noted 
that Russell did not contact the police imme¬ 
diately after receiving the calls. Mark Ver- 
meulen, Pasquarelli’s attorney, focused on 
raising doubt about whether the voice on the

T he city’s new Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual 
and Transgender Community Center 
will be named after Chuck Holmes, 
founder of the gay adult video busi¬ 
ness Falcon Studios. The center’s board of 
directors made the announcement after re¬ 
ceiving a $1 million donationJrom Holmes’s 
estate. 

According to center officials, the dona¬ 
tion is the largest gift from an 
individual to a San Francisco 
LGBT organization. The cen¬ 
ter has also received a 
$250,000 donation from 
Thomas Whyte, founder of a 
brokerage company. 

“As a businessman, phil¬ 
anthropist and leader of our 
national civil rights organiza¬ 
tions, Mr. Holmes demon¬ 
strated an absolute commit¬ 
ment to the strength of our 
community,” said Pat Martel, 
board president. “This his¬ 
toric gift reflects that com¬ 
mitment and helps us to re¬ 
alize the long-held dream of 
a gathering place where all 
LGBT San Franciscans are welcome to par¬ 
ticipate in activities that increase their well¬ 
being and build the political, social and cul¬ 
tural future of our community.” 

The new building, which will celebrate its 
official opening March 3, will be named the 
Charles M. Holmes Campus of The Center. 

Holmes, who died of AIDS complica¬ 
tions on September 9, 2000, was not only a 
purveyor of porn. He contributed to nu¬ 
merous gay rights and HIV/AIDS organiza¬ 
tions and served on the boards of the Gay 
and Lesbian Victory Fund and the Human 
Rights Campaign. 

“This is something Chuck would want to 
strongly support. Chuck really loved San 
Francisco and really loved the good work the 
center could do,” said Terry Bean, executor 
of Holmes’s estate. 

Born in Terre Haute, Indiana, Holmes 
earned a degree in business administration 
from Indiana State University. His first job

New executive director 
begins at Continuum

S ix months after the resigna¬ 
tion of its last executive di¬ 
rector, Continuum, the 
AIDS Service organization of the 
Tenderloin neighborhood, has 
welcomed a new leader. Mark 
Cloutier took over the post on 
January 7. He will attempt to fill 
the shoes of Marcy Fraser, who left 
last July. 

Cloutier, 44, lives in San Fran¬ 
cisco with his partner during the 
week, and spends weekends at his 
own home in Berkeley. A Contin¬ 
uum board member for the past 
two years who previously worked 
as a bioethicist and health care 
consultant for the East Bay’s 
Health Priorities Group, Cloutier 
said he looks forward to navigat¬ 
ing the agency through this un¬ 
certain time for HIV as well as 
nonprofits. 

“It’s a vulnerable time in the 
epidemic,” Cloutier told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “And I really want¬ 
ed to step up my commitment to 
both this agency and vulnerable 
populations who are going to 
need more resources.” 

Continuum provides health 
and social services to underserved 
populations, including recent 
parolees, those who are marginal¬ 
ly housed or homeless, addicts, 
and others whoUfll^ten outside 
of the traditional models of

healthcare. Many of its clients are 
triple-diagnosed with a combina¬ 
tion of HIV and hepatitis, and 
many have been able to use their 
HIV diagnosis as an entry point to 
other needed services such as sub¬ 
stance abuse treatment. The 
agency’s annual budget is $3 mil¬ 
lion; Cloutier’s annual salary is 
$138,000. 

Cloutier views the current re¬ 
cession, as well as the recent drop 
in nonprofit donations, as a chal¬ 
lenge he is eager to meet. 

“It’s a challenge as well as an 
opportunity,” he said, noting 
AIDS donor and corporate donor 
fatigue and a drop in the city’s 
AIDS budget. Under Cloutier, 


Continuum will tap into more 
goal-oriented grants through larg¬ 
er healthcare foundations that will 
allow the agency to provide ser¬ 
vices as well as research and docu¬ 
ment results of its programs. Al¬ 
ready some of its federal funds are 
earmarked for research projects, 
sad Cloutier, where clients are as¬ 
signed at random to either stan¬ 
dard services or enhanced ser¬ 
vices, and Continuum is able to 
determine whether its innovations 
provide a noteworthy advantage. 

“It’s a way for us to know 
whether we’re being effective and 
doing the right thing,” said 
Cloutier. 

As the epidemic continues to 
change, Cloutier said Continuum 
will try to ascertain “what are the 
services most vital to maintaining 
people’s health, and how do we 
prioritize getting those services to 
people most in need?” 

Continuum, a licensed health 
facility, saw 700 clients at its site 
last year, and visited an additional 
200 people in jails and prisons. 
The agency’s mission is to “em¬ 
power and dignify the lives of 
under-served people with 
HIV/AIDS by providing innova¬ 
tive health and human services 
that prevent institutionalization, 
minimize harm, establish relation¬ 
ships, and facilitate community.”

Many small nonprofits to pedal for Pallotta

T he in-fighting, threats, and 
legal squabbles between Pal¬ 
lotta Teamworks, the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation, and 
the Los Angeles Gay and Lesbian 
Center appear to have come to 
natural end, as Los Angeles Supe¬ 
rior Court Judge David YafFee ear¬ 
lier this month ruled that SFAF 
and the center can proceed with 
their own bike-a-thon fundraiser 
entitled AIDS/LifeCycle, which di¬ 
rectly competes with Pallotta’s 
nearly decade-old AIDS Ride. The 
organizations behind AIDS/Life- 
Cycle contend that Pallotta’s pal¬ 
try return of just 50 cents for 
every dollar raised sent the wrong 
message to donors who would 
rather see more of their money go 
directly to HIV/AIDS services. 

But for the new Bay Area ben¬ 
eficiaries of California AIDS Ride- 
9, Dan Pallotta and his for-profit 
company is not necessarily more 
inherently evil than any other for- 
hire event producer. Acknowledg¬ 
ing that it takes more money to 
raise more money, these smaller 
nonprofits say that receiving just a 
fraction of the money raised 
would still be a welcome addition 
of much-needed funds. 

“When we were approached, 
we talked about it at the office, and 
really, it was a no-brainer,” said 
David Wallace, spokesman for the 
Black Coalition on AIDS. The or¬ 
ganization is not required to put 
up any money or other resources, 
he said, and because fundraising 
and marketing minimurns are up 
to the coalition’s discretion, “we 


don’t have anything to lose.” 

Although organization mem¬ 
bers had their concerns about Pal¬ 
lotta practices, they weren’t neces¬ 
sarily impressed with SFAF’s han¬ 
dling of the dispute, either. Fur¬ 
thermore, said Wallace, “I called 
SFAF before we accepted the offer 
because I wanted to talk to them 
about it. They never bothered call¬ 
ing us back.” 

SFAF spokesman Gustavo 
Suarez said he was unaware of any 
unreturned phone calls, but main¬ 
tained that the organization has 
for a long time made public its 
concerns over Pallotta Team¬ 
works. 

“The public has been very 
aware of the reasons for our deci¬ 
sions to break from Pallotta,” said 
Suarez, noting that key legal papers 
and documentation of alleged 
“gross improprieties” can be found 
on the SFAF Web site at 
www.sfaf.org. “The decision for 
other nonprofits to be a beneficia¬ 
ry is completely up to their boards. 
It’s their call. But for us, it was un¬ 
acceptable to accept charitable 
contributions under the conditions 
with which Pallotta operates.” 

Wallace said he is encouraged 
by Pallotta’s new focus on smaller 
agencies that need the money the 
most. The Black Coalition on 
AIDS, he said, will split 15 percent 
of the net profits with more than a 
dozen smaller nonprofits, such as 
the AIDS Legal Referral Panel, 
AIDS Project East Bay, Face to 
Face Sonoma County AIDS Net¬ 
work, AIDS Resources, Informa¬ 
tion, and Services of Santa Clara 
County, Diablo Valley AIDS Cen¬ 
ter of Contra Costa County, and 


AIDS Community Research, the 
designated Bay Area beneficiaries. 
To Wallace, making $10,000 to 
$20,000 is probably a realistic ex¬ 
pectation, and for the minimal ef¬ 
fort that is required of his organi¬ 
zation, that’s just fine with him. 

As it is with Bill Hirsh, execu¬ 
tive director of San Francisco’s 
AIDS Legal Referral Panel, who 
said he has received no expected 
percentages and has no set mone¬ 
tary goal in mind. 

“We’re happy to be a beneficia¬ 
ry,” said Hirsh. “The AIDS Ride 
has brought in millions of dollars 
to support AIDS causes and is an 
effective tool at bringing in people 
not normally engaged in philan¬ 
thropy.” 

Both Hirsh and Wallace credit 
the AIDS Project Los Angeles, Pal¬ 
lotta’s main beneficiary for this 
year’s event, with negotiating an 
agreement that they believe will 
provide for adequate accountabil¬ 
ity and fair returns. 

While Pallotta’s ride likely 
could still raise six-figure sums to 
fight HIV/AIDS, the proceeds will 
be distributed in small portions 
among local participating non¬ 
profits. SFAF and the L.A. Center, 
on the other hand, stand to see at 
least 50 percent of whatever is 
earned by AIDS/LifeCycle in the 
first year, with better returns in 
the years that follow. What it will 
come down to for potential riders, 
then, is who they wish to support 
and how much they want their fa¬ 
vorite Bay Area organizations to 
receive. 

SFAF’s LifeCycle is scheduled 
for May 13-19; the Pallotta’s AIDS 
Ride is scheduled for June 2-8. T 


Evertz seeks to ease 
fears of AIDS community

R esponding to concerns that 
the Bush administration’s 
AIDS advisory council will 
push a conservative agenda, the 
president’s openly gay AIDS ad¬ 
viser wants to form an ad hoc 
committee composed of commu¬ 
nity members working in 
HIV/AIDS prevention and care. 

“It would be an informal asso¬ 
ciation of individuals who would 
keep the AIDS policy office in¬ 


formed of what is going on in 
HIV prevention and care,” said 
Scott Evertz, director of the White 
House Office of National AIDS 
Policy. “I’ve been thinking for a 
long time how to involve people 
actually doing the work - people 
who are energized by the process 
of working to influence govern¬ 
ment.” 

The ad hoc committee could 
be formed within months if its 
creation is not mired in red tape, 
said Evertz, who announced his 
plans for the ad hoc committee at 


a joint meeting of San Francisco’s 
HfV Health Services and HIV Pre¬ 
vention planning councils Thurs¬ 
day, January 24. 

“The people on our council are 
good people. But they aren’t 
clients of-TARC,” said Evertz, who 
had visited with a transgender 
support group at the Tenderloin 
AIDS Resource Center during a 
five-day visit to San Francisco. 

His announcement came two 
days after the appointment of 
Tom Coburn - a former congress-

Jury expert critical of 
Whipple trial questionnaire

T he president of a well- 
known jury consulting firm 
is blasting the 30-page ques¬ 
tionnaire handed out to potential 
jurors in the Diane 'Whipple dog 
mauling case for not asking 
would-be jurors about their atti¬ 
tudes toward gays and lesbians. 

“It’s a major mistake,” David 
Graeven, Ph.D., of Trial Behavior 
Consulting Inc., told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

The trial got under way last 
week in Los Angeles with jury se¬ 
lection in the case against Mar¬ 
jorie Knoller and Robert Noel, 
caretakers of the dogs involved in 
the fatal mauling. The question¬ 
naire contains 103 questions 
aimed at weeding out jurors with 
bias or strong opinions on the 
case. Graeven said he was very 
surprised thatmone of those ques¬ 
tions dealt with attitudes about 
the rights of gay people. 

“This questionnaire does not 
reflect the kind of care and 
thoughtfulness that you would get 


in a normal, high-profile case,” 
said Graeven. “They thought a hell 
of a lot about dogs. If I had to 
pick, I think I would get rid of 
some of the dog questions and get 
to some of the more politically 
sensitive issues.” 

The questionnaire includes 38 
questions about dogs, covering 
the range from questions asking 
for opinions about leash laws and 
dog breeds, to asking a potential 
juror whether she or he is “a dog 
person” or “a cat person.” 

Trial Behavior Consulting Inc. 
is not involved in the Whipple 
case, but its consultants are fol¬ 
lowing the case closely. Coinci¬ 
dentally, TBCI got first-hand ex¬ 
perience of the jury selection 
process in the Whipple case be¬ 
cause one of its research assistants 
in its Los Angeles office was 
among the jury pool who was 
asked to fill out a questionnaire. 
The assistant was later dismissed 
because of the connection with 
TBCI. 

Whipple’s partner of seven 
years, Sharon Smith, is among 
those being called to testify in the 


case. Graeven believes that jurors 
will know that Whipple was a les¬ 
bian whether or not that’s clearly 
stated during the trial. 

“What we’ve talked about in 
this office is whether [Whipple’s] 
sexual orientation is going to 
come out,” said Graeven. “I don’t 
know if [Smith] is going to pre¬ 
sent herself as a partner or room¬ 
mate at trial, but our belief is that 
jurors will either know or be able 
to tell that [Whipple] was a les¬ 
bian.” 

Most of the potential jurors 
raised their hands when asked by 
San Francisco County Superior 
Court Judge James Warren if 
they’ve heard about the case. Since 
it was widely reported that Whip¬ 
ple was a lesbian, many of the se¬ 
lected jurors likely will already 
know Whipple’s sexual orienta¬ 
tion going into the trial. 

Hurts both sides? 

Graeven believes that not ask¬ 
ing about attitudes toward gay 
people could work against both 
the prosecution and defense. He

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Hundreds turn out 
for Diane Whippfe vigil

A bout 200 people attended a 
candlelight march and vigil 
Saturday, January 26, to 
mark the one-year anniversary of 
the horrific death of Diane Whip¬ 
ple, who was mauled by two dogs 
outside her Pacific Heights apart¬ 
ment. Whipple’s partner, Sharon 
Smith, marched with the group 
from 19th and Collingwood Street 
in the Castro to a somber vigil 
held at Dolores Park. 

The criminal trial for Marjorie 
Knoller and Robert Noel, the care¬ 
takers of the dogs, started last 
week in Los Angeles. Smith said 
that she plans to testify [See story, 
page 4].^ 

“We’re here first and foremost, 
to honor Diane Alexis Whipple,” 
said Molly McKay of Marriage 
Equality California, “and to sup¬ 
port Sharon as her widow.” 

McKay noted that Smith had 
become sort of an accidental ac¬ 
tivist. After Whipple’s death. 
Smith found she had no legal 
right to sue for wrongful death. As 
a result. Smith championed AB25, 
the bill sponsored by Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden (D-San 
Francisco). AB25 became law at 
the beginning of the year, and, 
among other provisions, gives 
same-sex couples comparable 
rights in civil court cases. 

Last Saturday was a difficult 
day for Smith, she told a group of

reporters shortly before the 5 p.m. 
march. It was at about that time 
that Whipple was attacked. 

“The one-year anniversary is 
very hard,” Smith said. “It’s espe¬ 
cially difficult with the trial start¬ 
ing. It’s incredibly difficult and 
there are a lot of memories.” 

Smith said that Whipple was a 
fighter and an athlete; Whipple 
coached lacrosse at St. Mary’s Col¬ 
lege. “She was a very jovial per¬ 
son,” Smith said. 

Smith did not have much to 
say about Noel and Knoller, but 
noted that from the beginning, 
they have attempted to blame 
Whipple for the attack. 

At Dolores Park, Supervisor 


Mark Leno briefly addressed the 
crowd, and noted that Smith had 
“taken her private grief and liter¬ 
ally changed the world” regarding 
her civil lawsuit against Noel and 
Knoller, which a judge ruled last 
year could proceed. 

Former Supervisor Harry 
Britt, who is running against Leno 
for the 13th Assembly District 
seat, was also in attendance. 

The Reverend Penny Nixon, 
pastor at MCC-San Francisco, led 
a moment of silence in honor of 
Whipple. 

“I think there’s anger tonight, 
and tenderness,” Nixon said. “One 
thing Sharon Smith has done is 
kept those two things - love and 
anger - in balance. We honor the 
love she [Diane Whipple] and 
Sharon shared.” 

Kate Kendell, executive direc¬ 
tor of the National Center for Les¬ 
bian Rights and one of Smith’s 
lawyers in the civil case, also 
spoke. 

“She [Diane] wanted to see 
what was going on tonight,” 
Kendell said, referring to clear 
night skies after a day of rain. 
“That spirit touched me from the 
first time I met Sharon. 

“We’re here for one reason, to 
remember Diane and that might 
be difficult as the weeks continue 
and we hear lurid details out of 
L.A. [site of the criminal trial],” 
Kendell said. “Her life matters, her 
death was senseless, but her spirit 
lives on.” T 
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The (anti) condom man 


P resident Bush’s recent decision to 
name former Oklahoma Congress¬ 
man Tom Coburn as co-chair of his 
AIDS advisory panel sends shivers through 
the LGBT and AIDS communities. Coburn, 
after all, is the conservative Republican who 
has railed against HIV prevention programs 
that include condoms and - with the help 
of gadfly Michael Petrelis - has accused 
many AIDS organizations of fiscal misman¬ 
agement and has advocated mandatory HIV 
testing. It’s ironic that Petrelis worked with 
Coburn when he was in Congress, given Pa- 
trelis’s role in pushing the Department of 
Public Health to institute a condom distri¬ 
bution program in local bars and other 
businesses. But, like so much of what Pe¬ 
trelis did before he was jailed late last year 
on felony and misdemeanor charges of 
threatening and harassing HIV/AIDS work¬ 
ers and members of the media, his work 
with Coburn only succeeded in helping to 
demonize gay men in the eyes of many Re¬ 
publicans. That continues to this day among 
the firebrand conservatives who still domi¬ 
nate the Republican Party, despite what Log 
Cabin Republicans may think. 

Now, Coburn is back, as a co-chair of the 
president’s AIDS advisory council. While he 
is just one of many people recently named 
to the panel, his newfound leadership role, 
while advisory only, could lead to damaging 
changes in HIV prevention programs if, say, 
condoms were no longer a part of such pro¬ 
grams. 

There is a silver lining, however, and that 
comes in the form of Scott Evertz, Bush’s 
openly gay AIDS policy adviser. Evertz was 
in San Francisco last week and met with nu¬ 
merous AIDS organizations. He also told us 
in clear terms that he would be the person 
ultimately taking the panel’s recommenda¬ 
tions to the president. Evertz said he does 
not see a wholesale dismantling of preven¬ 
tion programs, including those that involve 


condom distribution, despite the involve¬ 
ment of Coburn and another abstinence- 
only believer, Patricia Funderburk 
Ware, with the advisory panel. Un 
like Bush’s recent appointments, 

Evertz does not strike us as a 
rigid ideologue, but rather as 
someone who can use his connec- 
tions with administration officials 
to continue funding for AIDS services 
and HIV prevention work. 

Evertz admitted that the job 
of advising Bush on 
HiV/AIDS issues won’t be 
easy. “I see the task force strug¬ 
gling with some issues,” he said, referring to 
the panel Coburn now helps lead. But 



Coburn isn’t the only co-chair; Louis Sulli¬ 
van, a former surgeon general, is the other 
co-chair, and he is seen as the voice of mod¬ 
eration on the panel. He is also African 
American and should help direct the 
panel’s discussion and recommenda¬ 
tions of the epidemic as it relates to 
communities of color. As Evertz 
noted, infection rates in communities 
of color speak to the need for more 
targeted prevention, not less. 

Yes, Evertz is walking a 
tightrope, he told us, and he 
has the challenge of getting 
conservative Republicans to 
think outside the box when it comes to 
AIDS. We hope he’s up to the task. T

P ositive Resource Center (and its pre¬ 
decessor, AIDS Benefits Counselors) 
is one of the best things our commu¬ 
nity has created from living through an en¬ 
tire generation of the AIDS years. I feel as 
strongly and as emotionally about PRC as I 
did about PFLAG when I was first coming 
out over 25 years ago. Just as I wasjnoved 
then to know that someone believed in me 
and in my potential at a time when my self¬ 
esteem was low, I experience the same grat¬ 
itude toward this esteemed agency that says 
to people living with HIV: you are not alone, 
your life is not over, your present is rich with 
possibilities, you have a future. 

If you are a person with HIV you know 
what I am talking about; if you are not, ask 
someone who is, and I guarantee he or she 
will tell you that PRC is the hope mecha¬ 
nism. It’s there for you when you are over¬ 
whelmed by your medical situation and fac¬ 
ing decisions about retirement, health in¬ 
surance, and financial decision that could 
impact the quality of the rest of your life. It’s 
there for you if you decide to re-enter the 
work force, helping you navigate a system 
that makes it easier to stay off work rather 
than re-engage it. It is there without judg¬ 
ment to help you acquire skills to change or 
start careers even if you never did so before 
the disease. 

For some of us it’s a second chance, for 
some a first chance, and is just as important 
as primary medical care in helping us use the 
time we have as well as we can. It’s practical. 
It’s one place where the GLBT community 
has incorporated an economic analysis into 
our liberation agenda. It’s the hope place. 
And it ft-eely serves every aspect of our com¬ 
munity, including those we have not always 
been eager to include, and beyond - men 
and women, the poor, transgendered, peo¬ 
ple currently using drugs, people of every 
race in proportion to who have HFV in San 
Francisco, and those for whom access to 
benefits has always been difficult. Almost 90 
percent of their clients are low or very low 


income according to federal poverty stan¬ 
dards. This is our community, too. 

Positive Resource Center’s current finan¬ 
cial crisis reveals the challenge of continu¬ 
ally living with this disease. It mirrors the 
experience of many people living with HIV. 
Living with a chronic and potentially man¬ 
ageable illness can be harder than facing a 
terminal disease, one with a certain trajec¬ 
tory. Living with HIV today means chang¬ 
ing as the disease changes, being flexible, 
and constantly reinventing yourself for the 
long haul. This is the same challenge 
right now. 

We still need Positive Resource 
Center to do HIV-specific benefits 
counseling. We still need PRC to 
help people brush up on or acquire 
new job skills. We still need PRC to 
provide professional and peer sup¬ 
port for people with HIV 
constructing their futures. 

Like many nonprofits, 

PRC’s zeal to provide ser¬ 
vices to people with HIV perhaps made 
them overly dependent on government re¬ 
sources. With the Bush administration’s 
likelihood of flat funding or reducing fed¬ 
eral funds for HIV care and prevention pro¬ 
grams, and with its recent announcement of 
a token $200 million contribution to the 
Global Fund to Fight AIDS, it’s increasingly 
clear that our community-based health or¬ 
ganizations cannot rely on government sub¬ 
sidies to provide vital services. An uncertain 
economy has also made people more cau¬ 
tious about their charitable giving, and PRC 
is feeling that crunch. Now, more than ever, 
all of us have to step up to the plate to make 
sure that our best and most creative organi¬ 
zations, including and especially PRC, not 
only survive but are adequately resourced to 
meet the needs of the largest number ever 
of people living with HIV. This is the time to 
expand services, not to cut back on them. 

Positive Resource Center’s board and 
staff are doing their part, exercising due dili¬ 
gence in reorganizing for the future. Like 
their clients who have had to re-orient 
quickly, this situation is evoking strength 


and insight and determination that perhaps 
they did not know they possessed. They 
have cut staff from every level, and reduced 
expenses, and are embarking on an aggres¬ 
sive fundraising campaign. I remember a 
few years ago when Lyon Martin Women’s 
Health Clinic faced the similar need to rein¬ 
vent. The community rallied around the 
clinic, bought it some time, and now it con¬ 
tinues to be an international example of 
women’s self-determined health care. We 
need to express our hope in PRC at this 
time and give it a similar chance. We must 
not let PRC become another casualty of this 
epidemic. We have the capacity and the fi- 
_ nancial resources to save this or¬ 
ganization, for our own self-re¬ 
spect and for each other, in 
memory of those who have ben¬ 
efited from it in the past who 
aren’t here now to con¬ 
tribute. 

Here’s my dream, and 
it’s an achievable one: 
every person with HIV equipped to maxi¬ 
mize every benefit available to them, every 
person with HIV equipped to reinvent 
themselves to live into the future as produc¬ 
tively as they can, every person living with 
HIV assured that we are ail in this together. 
Let’s empower PRC to continue to be an in¬ 
ternational model of HIV self-empower¬ 
ment. I am writing a check for $100, and 
hoping 400 others will join me in investing 
this in us and in our futures. This money 
will buy a little breathing space for PRC as it 
make adjustments so the organization can 
be here for all of us for the duration. 

Let’s keep PRC alive. T

Sticking with Britt

than those of Leno, Thier, and Phillips combined. 
Moreover, I would argue that his labor on LGBT and 
HIV/AIDS issues has been more fruitful than that of 
the other candidates put together. 


Finally, in response to Leno political consultant 
Robert Barnes’s spin, gladly picked up by your tabloid 
- I mean paper: “Where has Harry been the past 10 
years, if he cares about the community?” The answer is 
that he has been teaching political theory to college 
students, and teaching English to immigrants for no 
pay in his spare time. Last time I checked, teaching was 
still an honorable and community-minded activity. 

But perhaps we would feel better served by Leno, 
whose non-siipervisorial resume consists mainly of 
running a business. Or better yet, maybe we should 
look for community guidance to political consultants 
who feed stories to B.A.R. editors.'Then, like Robert 
Barnes, we could convince LGBT clubs, like Alice B. 
Toklas, to fund TV commercials that aim to incite ho¬ 
mophobia in the electorate, and repel voters from gay 
candidates for mayor. (If I hadn’t seen it with my own 
eyes during the last race, I never would have believed 
that members of our own community would stoop so 
low to elect a straight man.)

In his pamphlet, “Responding to the Gay Agenda,” 
Chuck Colson says, “ [Gay activists] believe that proof

In “New Creations,” Family Voice, March/April 2001,

I can’t decide whether your film comment of Jan¬ 
uary 17 [“Angry youth”] is an attempt at a spoof or 
just a badly done and radically inaccurate take on 
James Dean and his movie work. 

I guess I just have to assume that Tavo Amador has 
never seen East of Eden or Rebel Without A Cause, and 
that’s why he gets it wrong. 

You print a still photo of Dean and Natalie Wood 
with the hilarious caption, “James Dean is a bad in¬ 
fluence on Natalie Wood in Rebel Without A Caused 
That is truly ridiculous, since in that film he is a good 
influence on her. He’s shown having respect for her, 
being kind to her, delighting her, caring for her. So un¬ 
less Tavo is viewing the drama from a parent’s stand¬ 
point - her parents - it is bullshit. 

I have been a student of the phenomenon of James 
Dean, I did a master’s thesis, and I know the screen¬ 
writer Stewart Stern. I have seen and studied all of his 
films for many years. I don’t have any desire to throw 
my rank around, but I can’t let this nonsense, this dri¬ 
vel, pass without a strenuous protest. 

Rebel is not inconsistent (it even follows Aris¬ 
totelian unities of time, place); it isn’t misogynistic. 
Nothing in character or story shows hatred of women. 
And there is no self-pitying tone. Sorry, Tavo. Three 
strikes - out. Rebel is not Dean’s best performance. 
That is clearly East of Eden. Eden is a better written 
screenplay, and Kazan coaxed a miraculous perfor¬ 
mance out of the actor he chose “because he hated all 
fathers.” He even cajoled Dead into getting a strong 
emotional reaction out of Raymond Massey by having 
Dean say “piss, shit, fuck” instead of “an^ the Lord 
said to” in the dinner scene with the Bible; Massey 
could not stand profanity in front of women. Rebel 
was written for Dean by Stern and Nick Ray - it is 
thus a lesser work, though an important one - most¬ 
ly for plugging into the youth-zeitgeist of the early 
1950s (which were not fabulous, Tavo, they were 
frightened and dumb, the silent generation). It was 
topical and “relevant” whereas Eden was universal and 
timeless. I suspect that Tavo doesn’t like Giant's Jeff 
•Rink because he is no longer the small boy/adolescent 
of the first two films, so not any longer so cute. Oh 
yes, the color in Rebel is not used like a “sledgeham¬ 
mer” as asserted by Tavo. Sorry there are many sub¬ 
tleties which I could enumerate at some length, in¬ 
cluding the dreamy scenes in the abandoned house 
and the scenes at the planetarium. 

But why go on? Tavo, if he’s not spoofing, is as 
wrong-headed an observer as I’ve ever come across.

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Democrats line up to 
take on Bush in ’04

ith the latest polls still 
5 showing George W. 

Bush’s wartime approval 
ratings hovering above 80 percent, 
and with some of those polls indi¬ 
cating that his appeal goes beyond 
the terror war, prospective Demo¬ 
cratic candidates have begun lin¬ 
ing up to take on the Republican 
president in the 2004 election. 

The Battleground Poll, con¬ 
ducted by well-known pollsters 
Belinda Lake (a Democrat) and 
Ed Goeas (a Republican), was 
taken the week of January 6, and 
the usually reliable poll shows that 
when voters were asked 
which party was better 
able to improve the 
country on issues like ed¬ 
ucation, family and 
moral values. Republi¬ 
cans were on top 48 
percent to 32 percent. 

This is a reversal 
of historic 
trends, which 
in the 1990s 
gave Democ¬ 
rats double-digit advantages. The 
poll’s margin of error was plus or 
minus 3 percentage points. The 
poll found that women voters in 
particular - mainly white subur¬ 
ban women - seem to have 
switched their allegiance to the 
Republican Party in part because 
of Bush’s ability to at least seem 
focused on education and because 
of a renewed advantage on “val¬ 
ues” issues. Also, because the ter¬ 
rorist attacks of last September 
took place on American soil, 
women appear far more inclined 
to view the U.S. military response 
more favorably than in past years. 
All of this tends to favor any com¬ 
mander-in-chief - in this case. 
President Bush. 

While some Democratic Party 
leaders seem concerned that Re¬ 
publicans are indeed regaining an 
edge on so-called values issues. 
Democrats should really be more 
concerned that Bush seems to be 
co-opting longtime key Democra¬ 
tic issues, including education and 
keeping America prosperous. 

Another worrisome finding for 
Democrats is that the poll found 
that for the first time more voters 
are identifying themselves as Re¬ 
publicans rather than Democrats. 

The same poll, however, 
showed the measure of “voting 
behavior” - that is, how people ac¬ 
tually intend to vote. There, De¬ 
mocrats still enjoy a lead over Re¬ 
publicans, 46 percent to 43 per¬ 
cent, and shows that economic is¬ 
sues, slowly returning to the fore¬ 
front after the terrorist attacks, 
still largely favor Democrats in 
this fall’s election. 

So, does all this mean that 
Bush’s high approval ratings will 
discourage Democratic candidates 
from taking him on in 2004? Not 
for a minute. Democratic mem¬ 
bers of the U.S. Senate, in particu-

lar, are already plotting possible 
campaigns and lining up to op¬ 
pose Bush for a second term, 
mindful that the incumbent is at 
just about where his father was 
back in 1991 before a relatively 
unknown governor from 
Arkansas beat him when he ran 
for a second term a year later. 

First, Senator Tom Daschle 
(D-South Dakota), the Senate ma¬ 
jority leader and one of the 
smoothest politicians in Washing¬ 
ton, made a major speech recent¬ 
ly accusing Bush and the Republi¬ 
cans of pushing through a tax cut 
that worsened the recession. 

A week or so later. Senator 
Joseph Lieberman (D-Con- 
necticut), gave a major 
speech at Georgetown 
University on the re¬ 
cession, campaign fi¬ 
nance reform, and 
featured foreign pol¬ 
icy remarks that in¬ 
cluded a direct call for 
the overthrow of 
Saddam Hus¬ 
sein of Iraq. 
Lieberman 
was a very 
popular running mate of Al 
Gore’s in the 2000 election (the 
Gore-Lieberman ticket won the 
popular vote by more than half a 
million votes), and is definitely 
considering entering the 2004 
presidential sweepstakes. 



Massachusetts senator John Kerry 


Another Democratic senator, 
John Kerry (Massachusetts), 
made a major speech last week 
criticizing the Bush administra¬ 
tion’s energy plan as “old think¬ 
ing” that would not help end the 
country’s dependence on foreign 
oil, and all but personally blamed 
Bush and his oil millionaire 
cronies in the administration as 
well as his close oil friends from 
Texas for keeping America hostage 
to terrorism and what could be¬ 
come an endless war on terrorism. 
Kerry, himself a Vietnam War 
combat hero, not only is from 
Massachusetts like his political 
hero, John F. Kennedy, but ac¬ 
tually reminds many of the late 
president. Kerry says that the 
United States must unshackle it- 
I self from dependence on foreign 


oil and criticizes the Bush admin¬ 
istration for not championing 
new sources of energy. 

Politics and people 

Mayor Willie Brown told re¬ 
porters in Washington last week 
that should Proposition 45 lose 
next month he would definitely be 
interested in running for the state 
Senate. “Sacramento is not exact¬ 
ly a first choice, but I would do it 
because I think San Francisco 
needs to have effective leadership,” 
the mayor said. The decision on 
whether Brown returns to Sacra¬ 
mento, however, turns on whether 
state Senate President Pro Tern 
John Burton (D-San Francisco) 
will be leaving his seat in 2004. 
While legislative term limit re¬ 
strictions require Burton to step 
down then, the term limit mea¬ 
sure (Proposition 45) would allow 
current and future legislators to 
run for one more term beyond the 
current limit. 

In the closely watched Democ¬ 
ratic primary for the 13th Assem¬ 
bly District, polls released by two 
different camps last week show 
Supervisor Mark Leno looking to 
be in good shape to win the nom¬ 
ination on March 5. A Leno cam¬ 
paign-commissioned poll by 
David Binder shows him at 31 
percent, followed by Harry Britt, 
15 percent; and Steve Phillips 
and Holli Thier with 6 percent 
each. Another poll by J. Moore 
Methods shows pretty much the 
same, as noted in the Chronicle: 
Leno, 32 percent; Britt, 19 percent; 
Thier, 7 percent; and Phillips, 2 
percent. From where I sit, Leno 
would make a superb replacement 
for termed-out Migden, herself a 
very effective legislator. 

New faces: S.F. City Attorney 
Dennis Herrera, who took office 
earlier this month, has barely had 
time to learn the way around his 
office and the current issue of San 
Francisco magazine is already 
mentioning him as an “eventual” 
future mayor. Herrera as a future 
mayor of San Francisco? I would¬ 
n’t bet against it. 

Handicapping Hinckle: My 
longtime friend, journalist War¬ 
ren Hinckle recently did an “early 
handicap” of local races in the San 
Francisco Examiner, and while I 
think it is a bit early, what the hell, 
if Warren can go there, why can’t 
I? 

Mayor: A free-for-all with 
Gavin Newsom, Tom Ammiano, 
Barbara Kaufman, Angela 
Alioto, Clint Reilly, Fred Lau, 
Art Agnos, and even John Burton 
(if he’s forced out of Sacramento). 

A total toss-up, but my early pick 
would be a runoff between New¬ 
som and Ammiano (but keep an 
eye on Lau). The race is in 2003. 

Assessor: Doris Ward should 
have the “advantage of incumben¬ 
cy,” in the March 5 primary, but 
I’m not sure there is much of an 
advantage in her case (too much 
negative publicity). This one like¬ 
ly goes into a November runoff 
between Ward and challenger 
Mabel Teng (and I’m not sure 
Vegas would even touch that one, 
Warren) - and yes, there is defi¬ 
nitely still a place in San Francisco 
public life for Richard Hongisto, 
but he won’t make it in this race. 

Public Defender: Jeff Adachi, 
the challenger in this contest, is a 
good lawyer, has some impressive 
endorsements, but incumbent 
Public Defender Kimiko Burton

I n the fall of 1940, George 
Davis, fiction editor of Harp¬ 
ers Bazaar magazine, signed a 
lease on a three-story house at 7 
Middagh Street in the Brooklyn 
Heights neighborhood of New 
York City and invited some of 
his friends to form an 
artists’ community there. 

A visitor later called the 
residence the “House of 
Genius,” and another 
dubbed it “that queer aggre¬ 
gate of artists.” For the tal¬ 
ented writers and 
musicians who lived 
there in the early 
1940s - many of 
whom were gay or bisexual - the 
house was a temporary refuge 
from orthodoxy, a place to be as 
unconventional and openly 
“queer” as they liked. 

Davis began looking for an in¬ 
expensive house to rent outside of 
Manhattan in the summer of 
1940. One night, he had a vivid 
dream about a 19th century 
brownstone in Brooklyn, The next 
morning he took a subway to 
Brooklyn Heights and wandered 
around until he spied a “For Rent” 
sign at 7 Middagh (commonly 
pronounced “MID-dahg”). After 
some repairs to a building that 
visitors would later describe as 
“shabby,” the first tenants moved 
in - including poet W.H. Auden

and his lover, poet Chester Kail- 
man; novelist Carson McCullers; 
composer Benjamin Britten and 
his lover, tenor Peter Pears; and 
writers Jane and Paul Bowles. 

Because Davis had a full-time 
job, Auden assumed the role of 
house manager and father figure, 
collecting rent, preparing menus, 
and hiring and firing cooks 
and maids. Most of the ten¬ 
ants paid $25 a month for 
room and board, a modest 
sum even in the early 1940s. 
Meals were taken togeth¬ 
er with Auden presiding. 
According to resident Golo 
Mann (son of 
Thomas), Auden ex¬ 
pressed “instant dis¬ 
approval if anyone 
was late for a meal.... [He] himself 
ate enormously at meal times and 
dr^nk impressive amounts of 
cheap red wine.” 

Tlie house also became famous 
for its boisterous parties. One vis¬ 
itor recalled “a gay (in both senses 
of the word) occasion at which 
Auden and Gypsy Rose Lee [the 
exotic dancer] were present. 
(Gypsy did not strip, but Auden 
did plenty of teasing.)” In addi¬ 
tion to musicians Britten and 
Pears, Auden and Carson both 
played the piano well, and 
evenings at Middagh Street often 
resounded with music and fever¬ 
ish intellectual conversation. 

With so many people coming 
and going, the household had its 
share of romantic intrigue. When 
Auden discovered-that Kailman : 
had been unfaithful with another 
poet, he caused a disturbance by 
starting to choke his lover in their 
bedroom. McCullers became ob¬ 
sessed with fellow tenant Lee, who 
was almost 6 feet tall and de¬ 
scribed as having a flirtatious 
manner. 

But there was also a great deal 
of serious work going on, with the 
residents sharing their composi¬ 
tions and collaborating with each 
other. Two of Auden’s most fa¬ 
mous collections. Another Time 
and The Double Man, were pub¬ 
lished while he lived on Middagh 
Street. Also, he and Britten joined 
forces on an operetta, Paul Bun- 
yan, produced in early 1941. 

When she moved to Middagh 
Street, McCullers was struggling 
with a draft of a novel she called 
The Bride and Her Brother. After 
Thanksgiving dinner in 1940, Mc¬ 
Cullers heard the squeal of a fire 
engine near the house. She and 
Lee rushed outside, running to¬ 
ward the firehouse at the end of 
the street. Suddenly, McCullers 
had an epiphany; she caught Lee’s 
arm, shouted for her to stop, and 
cried out, “Frankie is in love with 
her brother and the bride, and 


wants to become a member of the 
wedding!” Lee had no idea what 
McCullers was talking about, but 
the latter’s now-classic novel got a 
new title that day- The Member of 
the Wedding (1946). 

There was a long waiting list of 
artists who wanted to reside at the 
Middagh Street house, but the res¬ 
idents were picky about who 
could be admitted. Writer Jane 
Bowles (married platonically to 
writer Paul Bowles) once told a 
colleague that he wasn’t famous 
enough to get in. Still, some resi¬ 
dents found the frantic pace at the 
house distracting rather than en¬ 
ergizing. Poet Louis MacNeice re¬ 
membered trying in vain to con¬ 
centrate while Britten and Pears 
were rehearsing in their room to 
one side of him and Lee was on 
the other side “like a whirlwind of 
laughter and sex.” Britten eventu¬ 
ally moved out, because, accord¬ 
ing to Pears, he disliked “bohemi- 
anism.” And visitor Janet Planner, 
a well-known foreign correspon¬ 
dent, said McCullers was enough 
“to drive any small town right off 
its rocker.” 

In 1941, the atmosphere on 
Middagh Street began changing 
from what McCullers called 
“campy” to more respectable - 
and much more straight.

Wright (Native Son) and his wife 
moved in with their infant daugh¬ 
ter, staying mostly to themselves 
and not partaking of community 
meals. By the end of the year, most 
of the original tenants had moved 

on to new phases of their lives. 

Tom down in 1945 to make way 
for the Brooklyn-Queens Express¬ 
way, 7 Middagh Street now exists 
only in memory. But the residents 
- inspired by each other and bol¬ 
stered by living in a queer creative 
community - left an indelible 
mark on the world of the arts. T

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Losing victim mentality

1 n recent years, the 
* results of studies 
y about lesbian and 
gay mental health have 
been published in 
abundance in both the 
mainstream and gay 
press, and those results 
have been, well, de¬ 
pressing. As many as a 
third of queer teens are 
suicidal, we’re told, and 
gay people are much 
more likely to suffer 
from depression and 
mental illness than 
their heterosexual 
counterparts. But two 
recent studies suggest 
that gay youth and 
adults may be much 
less miserable than 
we’ve been led to be¬ 
lieve - and that’s wel¬ 
come news. 

I’ve always found 
the published results of 
studies about lesbian and gay 
mental health worrisome. They 
make us seem like such fragile, 
wounded victims of homophobia, 
barely able to get out of bed in 
the morning. I’m reminded 
of the unwanted pity a 
straight friend heaped on me 
when I came out to her 20 
years ago. “Oh, that’s such a 
hard life!” she said, shaking 
her head sadly. 

But, in fact, most 
gay people, young 
and adult, fiyiction 
pretty well in 
the world. 

"111 ey‘ go 
through the 

ups and downs of life much like 
straight people do - create rela¬ 
tionships and have messy break¬ 
ups; love their jobs and hate their 
bosses; improve their finances and 
run into money problems. Al¬ 
though the discrimination gay 
people face in our society can 
sometimes be demoralizing, it’s 
probably safe to say that many of 
us have not been debilitated by it. 

The studies of our mental 
health are well-intentioned, Tm 
sure. They go hand in hand with 
the “we were born that way” theo¬ 
ry of homosexuality. If it can be 
demonstrated that homophobia 
and anti-gay discrimination can 
cause people to become depressed 
- with teens, to the point of be¬ 
coming suicidal - and.if there’s 
nothing anyone can do to change 
his or her sexual orientation, what

better justification for trying to 
eliminate institutionalized preju¬ 
dice? 

But sometimes the results of 
these studies - particularly the 
ones that ded with gay youth 
- are mishandled, and not 
just by religious right¬ 
wingers who believe that 
homosexuality is a curable 
“condition.” Gay activists, 
too, occasionally throw 
around the teen suicide 
figures in misleading 
ways. The Gay and Lesbian 
Community 
Center of 
'South Flori¬ 
da, for exam¬ 
ple, has an online “Teen Suicide 
Fact Sheet” that uses dated statis¬ 
tics from studies published 10,15, 
and 20-plus years ago in a way 
that suggests a whopping 25 to 30 
percent of gay teens today may still 
be attempting suicide. 

With those kinds of figures 
floating around, it’s heartening 
that an article in the December 
Journal of Consulting and Clinical 
Psychology finds that the rate of 
gay teen suicide attempts has been 
exaggerated, possibly doubled. In 
his own surveys of gay youth, 
Ritch Savin-Williams, a psycholo¬ 
gist at Cornell University, discov¬ 
ered that many teens who said 
they had attempted suicide had, in 
fact, really just been thinking 
about it. Savin-Williams further 
points out that most research on 
gay teen suicide has been con¬ 


ducted on troubled, at- 
risk kids in shelters and 
support groups. 

In distorting the 
numbers of gay teens 
who are suicidal, the 
studies “pathologize gay 
youth,” Savin-Williams 
told USA Today. Yes, 
gay teens can have diffi¬ 
cult lives, but most of 
them, he nojed, “are 
healthy and resilient.” 
The book Revolutionary 
Voices: A Multicultural 
Queer Youth Anthology, 
edited by Amy Sonnie, 
provides ample testi¬ 
mony from gay youth 
who have endured a lot 
of pain for being queer 
(including a girl whose 
parents had her exor¬ 
cised) and eventually 
come through it. 

And what about all 
of us miserable gay 
•| adults? An article pub¬ 
lished last August in the 
Journal of Sex Research 
(and just recently brought to pub¬ 
lic attention) finds that gay and 
straight adults seem to be about 
equally satisfied with their lives. 
After collecting data from seven 
surveys, “there was little evi¬ 
dence,” the study’s authors found, 
“that the behavioral dimension of 
sexual orientation is either 
strongly or directly related to 
quality of life, lifestyle, or health 
indicators.” In other words, hap¬ 
piness isn’t tied to sexual orienta¬ 
tion - something many of us al¬ 
ready knew. 

I’m not suggesting that we take 
these new gay mental health stud¬ 
ies" as sighs that it’s time to shut 
down our gay youth programs or 
hang up the gay movement be¬ 
cause we’re all so darn happy. Of 
course, gay people are susceptible 
to depression; in fact, clinical de¬ 
pression has become an epidemic 
in the United States population in 
general, with millions currently 
taking antidepressants. 

Rather, I see the studies as cor¬ 
roboration of the emotional dura¬ 
bility of lesbians and gay men. 
We’ve faced great prejudice and 
discrimination, as many Ameri¬ 
cans have. But we don’t need to be 
seen as victims in order to de¬ 
mand and attain civil rights. T

nr n hat brings a busy civil 
WA U rights attorney, nonprof- 
W u it founder, and public re¬ 
lations firm executive to the race 
for Assembly? 

“I wanted to raise the bar,” said 
Holli Thier, the lone lesbian - and 
woman - Democratic candidate 
vying for Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden’s seat. Disturbed by the 
negative campaigning surround¬ 
ing Supervisor Mark Leno and 
former Supervisor Harry Britt, 
Thier believes that “San Francisco 
is so progressive, we don’t really 
see a real enemy, so we tend to 
fight each other. But I think that if 
you spend your time tearing down 
your opponent, that shows you’re 
not realiy confident in your own 
record.” 

Thier has no such problem, 
taking pride in her history that in¬ 
cludes recently serving as presi¬ 
dent of the League of Women Vot¬ 
ers from 1999-2001. While there, 


what we wanted, and it passed 
unanimously.” 

She will rely on that same thick 
skin at the state level when she 
prioritizes issues like civil unions 
and increased funding for the 
AIDS Drug Assistance Program. 
She is currently looking into many 
solutions for healthcare funding, 
including using tobacco settle¬ 
ment money in creative ways. And 
she wants to improve public 
transportation, supporting a 
high-speed rail between San Fran¬ 
cisco and Los Angeles and focus¬ 
ing on a better ferry system to the 
city. 

“In Europe,” she observesd 
“you can get to another country 
faster than you can get from here 
to Vallejo.” 

Most recently, Thier has been 
busy with other efforts, getting her 
new nonprofit off the ground for 
instance, an organization called 
Voting Counts which educates 
and empowers teens so that they 
take their opinions to the polls 
(she has taken a leave from the or¬ 
ganization while she is a candidate 
for office). 

Thier is aware of the whispers 
surrounding her entry into the 
race, some of which accuse her of 
splitting the gay vote at the urging 
of Mayor Willie Brown. 

“I would never allow myself to 
be used like that,” said Thier, 
adding that her relationship with 
the mayor is unremarkable. Fur¬ 
thermore, she said*, she does not 
see herself as “taking” votes from 
anyone. J 

“I’m not running against them. 
I like Mark. I like Harry. We’re all 
in this together,” said Thier, who 
nevertheless believes it is impor¬ 
tant to fill Migden’s shoes with an¬ 
other lesbian. 

Thier is endorsed by a variety 
of local labor organizations, in¬ 
cluding the Teamsters Joint Coun¬ 
cil 7; Laborers Local 261; 
Plumber’s Union Local 38; Sheet 
Metal Workers Union Local 104; 
Sanitary Truck Drivers and 
Helpers Local 350; Carpet Layers 
Local 12; Carpenters Union Local 
2236; and Glaziers and Glass 
Workers 718. Other organization¬ 
al endorsements include the Na¬ 
tional Women’s Campaign Fund; 
the National Women’s Political 
Caucuses of San Francisco and 
California; the California Nation¬ 
al Organization for Women; 
EMILY’S List; Communication 
Workers of America; the Mexican 
American Political Association; 
and the Barbara Jordan African 
American Democratic Club. 

Thier is optimistic about the 
race, even declaring, “May the best 
woman win,” but she said she is in 
it to have a positive effect on the 
lives of Californians. 

“A lot of people don’t see how 
serving in the Legislature really af¬ 
fects people’s lives,” she said, 
pointing to corporate pollution as 
one factor in everyday life that can 
kill people because of agreements 
to keep silent about known toxins. 
“Legislation can improve things 
like our drinking water, the air we 
breathe. That’s what serving is 
about, protecting people.” T

she said, her mediation skills were 
so,revered that both Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano and Mayor Willie 
Brown called upon her to negoti¬ 
ate and schedule their mayoral 
race debates. 

Her position at the league was 
an interesting one, because to this 
day she is not allowed to discuss 
her personal positions on issues 
while she served the nonpartisan, 
generally non-endorsing organi¬ 
zation. But she calls herself a pro¬ 
gressive, and points to her other 
accomplishments: traveling 

throughout the state to debate 
against Proposition 227, which 
would have hurt non-English 
speaking students, and taking a 
leadership role against Proposi¬ 
tion 209 which gutted affirmative 
action. 

“Those experiences gave me so 
much insight into how conserva¬ 
tive the rest of the state is,” said 
Thier, “and made me realize how 
much more of a powerful voice we 
could have if we worked together 
on more issues. We have so much 
talent and so many good people 
here in San Francisco.” 

Thier comes out of the Harvey 
Milk LGBT Democratic Club, sat 
on the steering committee for 
what became the No on Knight 
campaign, and served on the 
boards of both the Horizons 
Foundation and California Al¬ 
liance for Pride and Equality. A 
17-year resident of San Francisco 
(minus one year she spent in Los 
Angeles), Thier grew up in the 
East Bay and graduated from 
Hastings College of Law in 1988, 
which she credits with her ability 
to “take a stack of thick docu¬ 
ments and quickly understand 
what’s important and what can 
go. You have to know how to do 
that in the Assembly.” 

An assemblywoman will also 
have to know how to “work with 
diametrically opposed viewpoilits 
and get them to sign onto bills 
with us,” said Thier. Her armor in¬ 
cludes her unique set of skills 
from many years working in a 
nonpartisan fashion. Thier also 
points to an experience while she 
served on the city’s Democratic 
Central Committee, when she 
drafted legislation to create a 
more open process and it was met 
with “a nasty fight.” In the end, 
however, “We got 99 percent of

man who has questioned the use 
of condoms as an HIV interven¬ 
tion tool - as co-chair of the Pres¬ 
idential Advisory Council on 
HIV/AIDS. Louis Sullivan, who 
served as secretary of Health and 
Human Services under the first 
President Bush, will also serve as a 
co-chair. Sullivan is widely regard¬ 
ed as more moderate than the 
conservative Coburn. 

AIDS activists have not only 
expressed concerns about Coburn 
but also the council’s Executive 
Director Patricia Funderburk 
Ware, a longtime proponent of 
abstinence-based sex education. 
Ware will report to Evertz, who 
said the advisory council will not 
directly control the Bush admin¬ 
istration’s policies on HIV/AIDS. 
He will. 

“The council is designed to 
make recommendations and not 
to make policy,” he said. “The fact 
is there is one voice when it comes 


to policy in the Bush administra¬ 
tion.” 

As for his top priorities as di¬ 
rector, Evertz told the councils he 
wants to engage other government 
agencies in the fight against AIDS 
and would like to see Medicaid re¬ 
formed to better provide for peo¬ 
ple living with HIV/AIDS. 

“We don’t want to roll back the 
clock on HIV/AIDS treatment 
and prevention,” Evertz said. “We 
want to do a better job than what 
has been done in the past.” 

Nearly 50 members from both 
councils met with Evertz. In their 
remarks, many stressed the im¬ 
portance of listening to the com¬ 
munity planning groups when de¬ 
termining AIDS policies and 
funding amounts. 

“Community, diversity, knowl¬ 
edge, and action are the keys to 
successful prevention,” stated 
HPPC co-chair Edd Lee, associate 
director of prevention services at 
the Asian and Pacific Islander 
Wellness Center. 

The 26-year-old Lee shared 
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Leno vows to serve 
SF well in Assembly

arly Tuesday morning, 

^ openly gay Supervisor Mark 
Leno stood at the Glen Park 
BART station looking for support 
among the commuters. With two 
recent polls showing the Democ¬ 
ratic nomination for the 13th Dis¬ 
trict Assembly seat is his to lose, 
Leno isn’t leaving anything to 
chance. 

“I am proud I self-started my 
campaign. I did not receive a 
phone call from any other politi¬ 
cal leader,” said Leno of his deci¬ 
sion to run. “My passion and 
commitment are fully in this race 
because I know I will serve San 
Francisccwell in Sacramento.” 

A tireless campaigner - his car 
trunk is loaded with campaign 
fliers - Leno also owns Budget 
Signs Inc. and represents the Cas¬ 
tro, Noe Valley, Glen Park, Twin 
Peaks and Corona Heights on the 
Board of Supervisors. He also 
serves on the board of the New Is¬ 
rael Fund, which works for social 
and economic equity in Israel. 

“Now you know what I do 
with 80 hours of my week. I never 
stop working,” said Leno. 

The fight to represent San 
Francisco in Sacramento is not 
only a political one. If he is elect¬ 
ed, he would become one of the 
first openly gay men to serve in 
the state Legislature. Leno faces 
opposition from gay former Su¬ 
pervisor Harry Britt and other gay 
men are running for differenty).s- 
sembly seats in the state. 

“There is that exciting historic 
aspect to this race and will with¬ 
out a doubt impact the way our is¬ 
sues are dealt with in the Assem¬ 
bly,” said Leno, whose longtime 
partner Douglas Jackson died 
from AIDS complications in 1990. 

While Leno has the endorse¬ 
ments of a host of elected city, 
state and federal officials - among 
them U.S. Senator Dianne Fein- 
stein. Congresswoman Nancy 
Pelosi, state Senators Don Perata 
and Jackie Speier, District Attor¬ 
ney Terence Hallinan and City At¬ 
torney Dennis Herrera - he is 
running without the support of 
two of his former allies. 

Mayor Willie Brown, who ap-

pointed Leno as supervisor in 
1998, is endorsing Steve Phillips 
and reportedly encouraged Holli 
Thier, an open lesbian, to enter the 
race. And state Assemblywoman 
Carole Migden, who is termed out 
of office, at first indicated her sup¬ 
port for Leno to fill her seat, but 
last summer announced she had 
endorsed Britt. 

“Her decision to support 
Harry was a personal one. I have 
only admiration for her great ac¬ 
complishments in Sacramento,” 
Leno said. 

Education, housing, trans¬ 
portation, and energy are the key 
issues Leno said he wants to ad¬ 
dress if elected. He would like to 
implement Proposition B, the 
solar revenue bond proposition he 
?.4 passed last, 

year in San Ftancisco, on a 
statewide level. 

“I’ve been pointing out during 
the campaign that the state’s popu¬ 
lation is going to explode. It is going 
to go from 30 million to 50 million 
by 2020. That will seriously impact 
our infrastructures such as hous¬ 
ing, transportation, education, 
health care, and energy,” he said. 

He also said he will not only 
advocate for full fuffding of the 
AIDS Drug Assistance Program 
but wants to see it increased by 
$20 million in the 2002-2003 bud¬ 
get. In addition, he said he will 
fight for lower prices on prescrip¬ 
tion drugs for Medi-Cal recipi¬ 
ents, fight healthcare cuts pro¬ 
posed by Governor Gray Davis, 


and supports AB916, which would 
expand school-based HIV/AIDS 
prevention education to include 
information about sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases. 

“Governor Davis should hold 
HIV/AIDS programs harmless 
from any budget cuts,” said Leno. 

Last week he authorized and 
the board passed a resolution urg¬ 
ing the state Legislature to support 
civil unions. In 2003 when Assem¬ 
blyman Paul Koretz is expected to 
reintroduce his civil union bill, 
Leno said he would push for the 
bill by developing personal rela¬ 
tionships with fellow lawmakers. 

“As I have demonstrated here, I 
will work well with my fellow leg¬ 
islators in Sacramento to educate 
them and move them forward on 
our LGBT issues as they will edu¬ 
cate me on issues of importance 
to them,” he said. 

Born in Milwaukee, Wiscon¬ 
sin, Leno earned a bachelor of arts 
degree from American College of 
Jerusalem. He also spent two years 
in rabbinical studies at Hebrew 
Union in New York. 

He moved to San Francisco in 
1977 and has served on the boards 
of the LGBT Community Center 
Project, Haight Ashbury Commu¬ 
nity Services, the American Jewish 
Congress, Mobilization Against 
AIDS, and the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce. 

He has been endorsed by nu¬ 
merous community leaders, in¬ 
cluding former Planning Com¬ 
missioner Dennis Antenore, Kate 
Kendell, executive director Na¬ 
tional Center for Lesbian Rights, 
and the Reverend Penny Nixon, 
pastor of the Metropolitan Com¬ 
munity Church in the Castro. T 
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how they present prevention mes¬ 
sages. 

“I have great respect for local 
control. I do recognize that orga¬ 
nizations like Stop AIDS probably 
do know a lot more than probably 
I do about promoting HIV pre¬ 
vention here,” he said. “They’ve 
got data that suggests their pro¬ 
grams are working.” 

To effectively counter those in 
Washington D.C. who argue HIV 
prevention is not working, Evertz 
said he needs the support from 
local groups and activists. 

“I come to San Francisco to ask 
for your help. I am not here to 
offer my help or the government’s 
help,” he said. “The debates in 
D.C. need your real life experi¬ 
ences and stories.” T

with Evertz that despite his being a 
homeless runaway and having no 
college education, he has been 
able to make an impact due to the 
community planning process. 

“[It] gives people like myself an 
opportunity to share in caring for 
other people like myself. It gives 
people of all walks of life a voice,” 
he said. 

After visiting with the Stop 
AIDS Project, which has come 
under federal scrutiny for its sex¬ 
ually provocative “Booty Call” 
and “Great Sex” workshops, 
Evertz said he is committed to al¬ 
lowing local communities control 


In 1997, he graduated from 
Hastings College of Law and start¬ 
ed his own law practice focusing 
on civil rights law representing 
victims of racism, sexism, and ho¬ 
mophobia. He is the co-founder 
of Justice Matters Institute, a mul¬ 
tiracial social justice organization 
which trains college students to 
become effective advocates for 
change, and GovFusion, a tech¬ 
nology company that provides 
public and nonprofit agencies 
with software tools and public 
policy expertise. He also sits on a 
number of community and legal 
organizations. 

“I have devoted my life to try¬ 
ing to build a progressive political 
movement that can have influence 
in the state of California,” said 
Phillips of his decision to enter the 
race. “I had always thought that 
this would take years to come to 
fruition, but a combination of fac¬ 
tors have come together - term 
limits, the new leadership in 
Sacramento, the wide-open na¬ 
ture of this race, to name a few - 
which convinced me that running 
for Assembly would be an oppor¬ 
tunity to accelerate the influence 
of the progressive network of in¬ 
dividuals that I have had the op¬ 
portunity to work with in San 
Francisco.” 

His platform focuses on educa¬ 
tion, affordable housing, and eco¬ 
nomic development. He supports 
legalized gay marriage, although 
he recognizes that a civil unions 
bills may be more realistic in the 
cuwent climate. He also has “great 
admiration” for Assemblywoman 
Carole Migden’s accomplishments 
in securing AIDS funding, and 
says he plans to build on those 
achievements by tapping into his 
own relationships at the state 
level. 

“I have been endorsed by the 
California Legislative Black Cau¬ 
cus and anticipate having a good 
relationship with the newly elect¬ 
ed speaker. Herb Wesson,” said 
Phillips. “In addition, this seat has 
traditionally been a very influen¬ 
tial one in Sacramento because of 
the importance of San Francisco 
to Democrats statewide. I would 
use all of the influence and brain 
power that I have, and work with 
the communities who are most 
concerned about HIV/AIDS is¬ 
sues, to protect the drug assistance 
gains that Carole has made in 
Sacramento.” 

Phillips counts among his in¬ 
dividual endorsers state treasurer 
Phil Angelides, Mayor Brown, As¬ 
sessor Doris Ward, Roberta Acht- 
enberg, Annie Chung, Renee 
Saucedo, and Norman Yee. T

term and the mayor agreed to re- 
appgint me to the seat that I had 
just vacated so that there would 
not be a void in leadership in the 
early months of the [Arlene] Ack¬ 
erman superintendency. 

“I am seeking public office 
again because I believe that serv¬ 
ing at the statewide level is the best 
way for me to promote the issues 
that I care about, to serve the 
communities that most need rep¬ 
resentation in the political world, 
and to continue to help build the 
progressive movement in San 
Francisco,” said Phillips, whose 
definition of progressive is “ad¬ 
dressing the issues that touch the 
daily lives of individuals who are 
disempowered in this society.” 

. His political..piiilo&ophy:, in¬ 
cludes approaching issues “from 
the standpoint of what will be 
most effective in meeting the needs 
of the people who will be affected 
by my decisions,” he said. “Further¬ 
more, I think that we need to de¬ 
mocratize the decision-making 
and power-wielding positions in 
society so that they reflect the com¬ 
position of the community.” 

Phillips moved to the Bay Area 
in 1982 to attend Stanford Uni¬ 
versity, where he was active in the 
Black Student Union, the 
African/Black Student Statewide 
Alliance, the Young Democrats, 
the movement to get colleges to 
divest from businesses involved in 
South Africa, the movement to 
bring about a more multi-cultur¬ 
al curriculum, and both of Jesse 
Jackson’s presidential campaigns. 

After college, he moved to San 
Francisco and worked for four 
years as an education policy ana¬ 
lyst at Public Advocates. At age 28, 
he became the youngest person to 
be elected to the San Francisco 
Board of Education and went on 
to serve as board president.

S teve Phillips has seen a lot in 
his short lifetime of 37 years. 
Enough to know what dis¬ 
crimination is like: his family was 
the first black family in his neigh¬ 
borhood hometown of Cleveland 
Heights, Ohio. Enough to know 
how inspiring true leadership can 
be: his earliest memories include 
seeing Dr. Martin Luther BCing Jr. 
and bursting into tears when for¬ 
mer Governor Jerry Brown did 
not get the presidential nomina¬ 
tion. And enough to realize that 
his own calling is in the arena of 
public service. As he told the Bay 
Area Reporter, the period between 
his leaving the San Francisco 
school board (where he served 
from 1992-2001) and deciding to 
jump back into politics was brief, 
“At the time that I resigned 
from the Board of Education, I 
did not plan to seek another term 
of office. I resigned in order to 
open a space for the appointment 
of an African American represen¬ 
tative on the board because I was, 
and still am, very concerned about 
the level of African American rep¬ 
resentation in local politics,” said 
Phillips, explaining his 2000 
school board resignation, after 
which he was promptly re-ap¬ 
pointed by Mayor Willie Brown. 
“When the person who was to be 
appointed withdrew for personal 
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Visionary Britt ready 
to blaze more trails

I f you’re one of the thousands 
of San Francisco residents who 
has benefited from a rent con¬ 
trolled apartment, domestic part¬ 
nership benefits, HIV/AIDS fund¬ 
ing, or comparable worth for 
women, you can thank Harry Britt 
for fighting the battles back when 
it was safer to compromise and 
not rock the boat. 

The civil rights trailblazer, col¬ 
lege professor, and candidate for 
the Assembly seat soon to be left 
vacant by Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden is proud of his record, 
from the early days when he was 
appointed to slain Supervisor 
Harvey Milk’s position, to his 
most recent accomplishments of 
volunteering to teach English as a 
second language in the city’s Mis¬ 
sion District. 

The Democratic primary for 
the 13 th District Assembly race is 
March 5. Britt is running against 
Supervisor Mark Leno, former 
school board member Steve 
Phillips, and former League of 
Women Voters President Holli 
Thier. 

It is the future that most excites 
Britt, whose decision to enter the 
race was an answer to a calling by 
a vast cross-section of people un¬ 
happy with their choices for rep¬ 
resentation at the state level. 
Times have changed, said Britt, 
and the state battles are no longer 
about Democrats against Repub¬ 
licans, but about who has built the 
relationships necessary to stand 
up for a progressive agenda. A 
number of statewide public inter¬ 
est groups - including the Califor¬ 
nia Nurses Association, the San 
Francisco Labor Council, the Sier¬ 
ra Club, and the California Teach¬ 
ers Association - say it will be 
Britt who will push the envelope, 
taking on the HMOs and their 
unfair HIV/AIDS coverage caps, 
fighting corporate corruption and 
pollution, and ensuring equal ac¬ 
cess to education for all. 

“These are groups that nor¬ 
mally stay out of primary races 
because they assume that whoev¬ 
er fills the Democratic seat from 
this district will be good,” said 
Britt. “But they’ve made my cam¬ 
paign a priority, because they 
want leadership.” 

Britt makes no apologies for 
the fact that he doesn’t plan to 
back down on key issues impor¬ 
tant to the LGBT community, 
women, workers, and minorities. 

“Be proud of who your enemies 
are,” he said, listing a few for the 
record. “Big corporations like Bech¬ 
tel, which strongly opposed the 
anti-apartheid measure I spon¬ 
sored. Landlords and developers. 
Many of these guys have con¬ 
tributed to Mark Leno’s campaign.” 

It is not the only dig he allows 
at his leading opponent in the 
race, whose own offensives against 
Britt have received so much press 
recently that Britt can only chuck¬ 
le at their “absurdity.” 

Don’t get him wrong. Britt 
wants to address the attacks 
launched against him, but some of 
them - such as questions about 
his attendance record during his 
last year on the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors when his mother was dying; 
whispers about his absence at 
non-controversial votes like a res¬ 
olution against the AIDS quaran¬ 
tine measure Proposition 64 dur¬ 
ing a time when he was traveling

as the No on 64 statewide co¬ 
chair; allegations that he has more 
corporate donations over his 14- 
year political history than Leno 
has in his four years of service; 
and the claim that he voted for 
Governor Pete Wilson - don’t al¬ 
ways warrant the dignity of his re¬ 
sponse. 

Britt would rather stick to the 
issues and his record. This is a man 
who marched and worked with 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr., Cesar 
Chavez, and Milk. He has wit¬ 
nessed and participated in enough 
movements to know that the most 
historical platforms have com¬ 
bined tangible goals and ideology, 
and on that note one of his prior¬ 
ities at the state level is to launch 
“a cultural war against fundamen¬ 
talism.” As a A4etho<dist preacher in 
his early adult years, Britt learned 
the positives and negatives of reli¬ 
gion, and comes armed with the 
ability to quote scripture for pro¬ 
gressive purposes. 

“Americans have seen what Is¬ 
lamic fundamentalism can do, but 
we also need an offensive against 
Christian fundamentalism,” said 
Britt. “The wrongness of it all, 
particularly what it does to little 
girls in teaching them to hate their 
bodies and define their existence 
in terms of men. These are the 
veils that our women wear, and 
they are just as oppressive.” 

On HIV/AIDS, Britt will fight 
for the standard agenda, like in¬ 
creased AIDS Drug Assistance 
Program funding, but he has also 
been working on “a living docu¬ 
ment,” whereupon community 
activists contribute their ideas to 
an ever-changing Web page that 
will help to form public policy 
strategy. With traditional preven¬ 
tion methods a recognized failure 
by many, Britt says he will also 
provide leadership to create a cen¬ 
tralized research system at univer¬ 
sity campuses that ensure efficien¬ 
cy and fewer duplicated studies. 
He is particularly interested in the 
development of microbicides, a 
lubricant-based method of HIV 
prevention whose research has 
been ignored and not funded by 
most pharmaceuticals. And he 
will stand up for all relationships, 
including those that involve 
promiscuity, as “there’s no need to 
become sexual conservatives” in 
order to fight the epidemic. 

Britt’s ideas and record, said 
community AIDS activist Jeff 
Sheehy, are precisely what the 
LGBT community needs. 

“Harry sees the future as one 
where we have to fight for our 
rights as fully realized human be¬ 
ings,” said Sheehy, “Mark seems to 
think if we’re nice, they’ll give us 
our rights, that if we negotiate and 


settle for less, maybe we’ll eventu¬ 
ally get more. History is on 
Harry’s side.” 

Britt’s individual endorsers in¬ 
clude Migden, Supervisors Tom 
Ammiano, Chris Daly, Aaron Pe- 
skin, Gerardo Sandoval, Jake Mc- 
Goldrick, former board President 
Angela Alioto, and Board of Edu¬ 
cation members Eric Mar, Jill 
Wynns, and Mark Sanchez. In ad¬ 
dition to statewide union support, 
he has also received the nod of the 
Harvey Milk LGBT Democratic 
Club, the San Francisco Labor 
Council, the Chinese American 
Democratic Club, the Bernal 
Heights Democratic Club, and the 
San Francisco Tenants Union. 

He’s come a long way since his 
upbringing in Texas, college days 
at Duke University, and pastoral 
duties in Chicago which led him to 
the civil rights marches of Alaba¬ 
ma and eventually the gay rights 
marches in San Francisco. A 30- 
year resident of the city, Britt has 
never rested from public service 
whether in or out of office. After 
almost a decade of tapping into 
young energy, he says it is time to 
get back into the political arena. 

“When important leaders of 
our community approached me 
to run, saying there was no candi¬ 
date they trusted to carry on the 
Harvey Milk tradition of progres¬ 
sive, assertive politics, I was very 
excited by the challenge,” said 
Britt. “There is a lot at stake in the 
George Bush era, and I feel excep¬ 
tionally well prepared by my life 
experiences to challenge aU that he 
stands for.” T

les government affairs director, 
added that in addition to two 
leadership positions being filled 
by conservatives, there is limited 
representation of people and 
communities disproportionately 
impacted by HIV/AIDS. 

“Former Congressman Coburn 
demonstrated great leadership 
during the 2000 reauthorization of 
the Ryan White CARE Act. How¬ 
ever, his positions on a range of is¬ 
sues important to people infected 
and affected by HIV/AIDS includ¬ 
ing his past support for mandato¬ 
ry testing of pregnant women, his 
demonstrated homophobia and 
his abstinence-only sex education 
are great cause for concern,” Said 
Montoya. “As a Latino living with 
HIV, I am disappointed by the lim¬ 
ited number of HIV-positive ap¬ 
pointees and inadequate represen¬ 


tation of communities dispropor¬ 
tionately impacted by the 
HIV/AIDS epidemic,” said Mon¬ 
toya. 

Bush appointed 26 new mem¬ 
bers to his 35-member Presiden¬ 
tial Advisory Council on 
HIV/AIDS. Among the new ap¬ 
pointees to the Council are Abner 
Mason, former Log Cabin nation¬ 
al president and current chief sec¬ 
retary to Massachusetts Acting 
Governor Jane Swift; Mary Fisher, 
an HIV-positive Republican ac¬ 
tivist who addressed the Republi¬ 
can National Convention in 1992 
and 1996; Charles Francis, 
founder of the Republican Unity 
Coalition and gay Republican ac¬ 
tivist; James Driscoll, longtime 
AIDS activist and former LCR na¬ 
tional AIDS policy advisor; and 
Joel Hastings, director of govern¬ 
mental affairs for Lifelong AIDS 
Alliance in Seattle, Washington. 

“While many activists claimed 
throughout the 2000 campaign 


that a Republican president would 
abolish the AIDS council. Presi¬ 
dent Bush continues to deliver on 
his pledge to make the fight 
against HIV/AIDS at home and 
throughout the world a major pri¬ 
ority of his administration,” said 
Rich Tafel, executive director of 
Log Cabin Republicans. “After ap¬ 
pointing the first openly gay 
White House AIDS ‘czar’ in histo¬ 
ry, and launching the first formal 
interagency task force on the glob¬ 
al AIDS crisis, the president has 
brought a wide diversity to the ad¬ 
visory council, with openly gay 
members, people of color and 
women, all from throughout the 
nation.” 

The leader of a national gay 
Democratic lobbying group criti¬ 
cized Tafel for accepting the ap¬ 
pointments as a positive develop¬ 
ment. 

“These poor choices, coupled 
with the fact that [the council] has 
remained inactive for over a year, 
demonstrate that HIV/AIDS poli¬ 
cy is nowhere near a priority for 
the Bush administration,” said

tapes was actually that of his 
client. 

Previous reports about the case 
have implied that Petrelis and 
Pasquarelli uncovered unlisted 
numbers and the names of recip¬ 
ients’ family members. Under 
cross-examination, it was revealed 
that Russell’s phone number and 
address were in fact listed in the 
current white pages (much to his 
surprise) and that the names of 
his wife and children were on his 
outgoing answering machine 
message. 

Last Thursday’s hearing was 
devoted to testimony from Police 
Inspector Lea Militello, the lead 
police investigator in the case. In 
the course of her investigation, 
Militello interviewed several peo¬ 
ple who received harassing calls. 
She said that Dr. Willi McFar¬ 
land’s wife was “anxious” and 
“afraid for her children” after re¬ 
ceiving the calls. Tammy Klausner 
(wife of Dr. Jeffrey Klausner), who 
was asked whether her husband 
“fuck[ed] her with his syphilitic 
dick,” said she was afraid for her 
family. Ashley Wolff (Russell’s 
wife) also told Militello she feared

was with a manufacturer of pre¬ 
fabricated buildings, and in 1971 
the company promoted him to 
Western sales manager for resi¬ 
dential housing and transferred 
him to San Francisco. When his 
division was eliminated in early 
1971, Holmes bought three adult 
gay films and several mailing lists 
at the urging of an adult film en¬ 
trepreneur, and by mid-year had 
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Chad Johnson, National Stonewall 
Democrats executive director. 
“Anyone who praises these ap¬ 
pointments as purely positive de¬ 
velopments for the gay and 
HIV/AIDS communities misleads 
the public.” 

For O’Leary, the appointment 
of Coburn is “an auspicious be¬ 
ginning to a reconfigured council 
that is also short on expertise.” She 
said that her concern with Coburn 
and the tilt toward abstinence- 
only programs in the makeup of 
the council is that it has always 
been a mistake to think any single 
approach is going to work. 

“We witnessed Representative 
Coburn’s disastrous comments 
about condoms and his misread¬ 
ing of a CDC report on their ef¬ 
fectiveness,” O’Leary said. “And 
now, suddenly, he heads a very 
important group given the re¬ 
sponsibility to guide the federal 
government on AIDS policy. His 
single-minded approach to absti¬ 
nence-only programs is unen¬ 
lightened and very dangerous.” 

Despite assurances from Scott 


for her children. McFarland, 
Klausner, and Eileen Shields, all of 
DPH, testified in December before 
the recess. 

Hoctor played several more 
tapes, including one to Mike 
Shriver, the mayor’s AIDS adviser. 
“You and your little dog better 
wake up ... if you want to contin¬ 
ue to walk the streets,” said the 
caller, identified as Pasquarelli. 
Militello testified that Shriver 
feared for himself and his dog, was 
afraid to stay in his apartment, 
and boarded his dog elsewhere. 

Militello also described inter¬ 
views with Chronicle health and 
science editor David Pearlman 
and two other reporters, and tapes 
of their calls were played in the 

courtroom. Peariman, who is in 

his 80s, received a call from a per¬ 
son he identified as Pasquarelli 
calling him a “senile syphilitic 
Nazi propagandist.” Pearlman said 
he regarded the call as threatening 
and called the police. 

Petrelis and Pasquarelli’s attor¬ 
neys objected several times that 
Militello’s testimony amounted to 
hearsay, but they were consistent¬ 
ly overruled by Meeks. 

Militello identified the voices 
on all the tapes as belonging to ei¬ 
ther Petrelis or Pasquarelli, in¬ 
cluding the tapes of the recorded 


sent out his first mail order piece.

Holmes was a major contribu¬ 
tor not only to over 20 HIV/AIDS 
outreach programs, but also to 
such projects as the National 
AIDS Memorial Grove, Amnesty 
International, Global Green, and 
the Sierra Club.

More than 3,000 individ¬ 
uals, foundations, and corpora¬ 
tions have contributed to the 
building. 

“I am hopeful that the com¬ 
munity will see the significance of 
this gift and how it will be a bene¬ 
fit to all of us in helping to finish 
the capital campaign and ensure 
we will be able to return the debt 
for the center sooner than we 


Evertz, the president’s openly gay 
AIDS adviser, that the Bush ad¬ 
ministration will not roll back the 
clock on AIDS, those working in 
HIV prevention are worried time 
is already being reversed. 

“When I hear Pat [Ware] is 
hired and Tom [Coburn] is ap¬ 
pointed, I feel like they are already 
rolling back the clock,” said Steve 
Gibson, Stop AIDS Project’s pro¬ 
gram director. “It will have a chill¬ 
ing effect on programs when 
Coburn says condoms don’t work 
and prevention has failed.” 

The new appointments mean 
AIDS agencies must be ever more 
vigilant of what is happening in 
Washington, D.C. said Steve Tier¬ 
ney, director of HIV prevention in 
San Francisco’s Department of 
Public Health. 

“Coburn represents a con¬ 
stituency that is important to the 
administration. He was going to 
end up someplace,” said Tierney. 
“AIDS agencies need to turn up 
the volume on their work and 
make sure his is not the only voice 
being heard by the president.” T 


statement that sounded somewhat 
different. She said she recognized 
their voices from various commu¬ 
nity events at which the men had 
spoken. In response to a question 
from Blumstein, Militello ac¬ 
knowledged that she had never 
studied voice recognition in her 
police training. 

In a series of press releases and 
ads in local papers, Petrelis and 
Pasquarelli acknowledge taking 
part in what they call a 
“phone/fax/e-mail zap,” but “cate¬ 
gorically deny accusations that we 
issued threats or engaged in ter¬ 
rorist activities.”

would have,” said Martel. 

Inside the 41,000 square foot 
center, the two large assembly 
spaces, 14 meeting rooms and 
other amenities will be named 
after LGBT leaders. Donors who 
give at least $2,500 can choose to 
name a room. 

“What we did was we encour- - 
aged donors to help us celebrate 
the history and diversity of the 
community by designating certain 
areas to be named after characters 
from our history. People who have 
made an impact on the LGBT 
community,” explained Oren 
Slozberg, interim executive direc¬ 
tor of the center. 

Those being honored include 
Audre Lorde, a black lesbian poet; 
gay Chicano activist Hank Tavera; 
Pedro Zamora, a cast member of 
MTV’s The Real World: San Fran¬ 
cisco who died of AIDS; gay disco 
diva Sylvester; black civil rights 
leader Bayard Rustin; and Marlon 
Riggs, the gay black filmmaker of 
Tongues Untied. 

Also being remembered are the 
Society for Individual Rights, the 
Daughters of Bilitis, and two of 
the city’s former gay nightspots: 
the Black Cat and Valencia Rose.

Elton Eugene 
Blackburn died 
January 20 after a 
short illness.

noted that although the prosecu¬ 
tion would want to weed out 
those who are perceived as anti- 
gay, the defense may want to keep 
out those perceived to be too pro¬ 
gay, Graeven said that, for exam¬ 
ple, defense attorneys would try to 
keep off potential jurors who an¬ 
swered “yes” to a question asking 
whether they believe that gay or 
lesbian people were not given a 
fair shake in trials. 

Kate Kendell, the director of 
the National Center for Lesbian 
Rights and one of Smith’s lawyers 
in the civil wrongful death suit, 
said that she believes it would be 
more important for prosecutors 
to know whether a juror was anti¬ 
gay than it would be for the de¬ 
fense to know whether someone 
was very pro-gay. 

“Clearly, one could believe that 
lesbians and gay men suffer in¬ 
credible discrimination, should 
have the right to marry, and be¬ 
lieve that the fact that they don’t 
have equal rights is reprehensible 
and still conclude that the defen¬ 
dants’ conduct was not criminal,” 
said Kendell. “Whether someone 
who is sympathetic to gay rights, 

1 don’t see directly correlates to 
their attitudes toward defendants’ 
guilt as I would see hostility to¬ 
ward lesbians and gay men in 
some way coloring a juror’s atti¬ 
tude around the senselessness of 
Diane’s death. If a juror’s attitude 
is ‘the fewer gay people, the better,’ 
well, obviously, that’s not a juror 
you want to sit in judgment of 
these criminal defendants.” 

The questionnaire was distrib¬ 
uted to a pool of about 800 po¬ 
tential jurors, of which more than 
230 were excused for hardship. 
Prosecution and defense attorneys 
are expected to begin to orally 
question those remaining next 
week. 

Graeven believes that by then, 
it will be too late to ask jurors 
about their attitudes toward gays. 

“Our research shows that peo¬ 
ple are more candid in question¬ 
naires than they are in oral [ques¬ 
tioning],” said Graeven. “They are 
more likely to explain of say how 
they feel. In open court, fear of 
public speaking is a big thing. Peo¬ 
ple will tend to minimize what 
they say, not talk too much or be 
very forthcoming and that’s very 
tough for truth. The questionnaire 
is the right way to do it because it 
offers a person some privacy.” 

Kendell said that although she 
respects the opinions of jury ex¬ 
perts, she believes that a good at¬ 
torney can get truthful responses 
to sensitive issues like sexUal ori¬

Knoller and Noel, the caretakers 
of the dogs involved in the attack 
on Whipple, adopted Pelican Bay 
state prison inmate, Paul Schnei¬ 
der, a man prison officials say is a 
member of the Aryan Brother¬ 
hood prison gang. 

“You want to know how they 
feel about [the Aryan Brother¬ 
hood]. It’s another in what I con¬ 
sider to be a very serious over¬ 
sight,” said Graven, who noted the 
correlation that people who 
would support a white suprema¬ 
cist organization probably would¬ 
n’t support gay rights. 

Reached for comment late 
Tuesday night, January 29, lead 
prosecutor Jim Hammer told the 
B.A.R. that he believes the defense 
tried to introduce a gay-related 
question but the judge decided to 
keep it off the questionnaire. 

“I think it’s more a defense 
issue than our issue,” said Ham¬ 
mer. “I think you can pick people 
out who are prejudiced and close- 
minded when you ask these many 
questions. And I don’t want to 
make this a gay case. It’s about a 
woman who was living with her 
partner, her lover, and was killed 
because of these people. 

“And Sharon Smith is going to 
be introduced [on the witness 
stand] and I am going to say‘Who 
is Diane Whipple?’ and she is 
going to say ‘She’s my life part¬ 
ner.’” 

Hammer added that he was 
very pleased with the ruling issued 
earlier that day allowing Smith to 
testify about Whipple being bitten 
on the hand by one of the couple’s 
dogs a little over a month before 
the deadly attack. 

Defense attorneys Nedra Ruiz 
and Bruce Hotchkiss did not re¬ 
turn the B.A.R.’s calls. 

Opening statements are sched¬ 
uled for February 19. Potential ju¬ 
rors were told by Judge Warren 
that the trial could last for up to 
six weeks.

murder as her most serious 
charge. Noel, 60, is being charged 
with involuntary manslaughter. 
Jurors will have the option of 
finding KnoDer not guilty of sec¬ 
ond-degree murder but guilty of 
involuntary manslaughter. Both 
Noel and Knoller are also being 
charged with keeping a mischie¬ 
vous animal that killed a human 
being. The trial was moved to Los 
Angeles at the request of the de¬ 
fense out of concern for the ex¬ 
tensive negative publicity the cou¬ 
ple received in the Bay Area. 

Warren recently released the 
seven-page typewritten letter 
written by Noel to Schneider just 
two weeks before the attack. Pre¬ 
viously, only excerpts of the letter 
in which Noel refers to Whipple as 
a “timorous mousy blond” were 
released. 

The letter details Noel’s view of 
the relationship between him, 
Knoller, and Schneider. 

“I wanted to thank you for the 
thoughts expressed about your 
feelings about how comfortable 
you would feel about Marjorie 
and I inhabiting your body and 
mind,” wrote Noel. “The feelings 
are mutual and I am sure you 
know what it means to hear those 
words from you. I agree - inhabit¬ 
ing Marjorie’s body - I wouldn’t 
be able to keep my hands off ei¬ 
ther!!!” 

Schneider and his cellmate. 
Dale Bretches, allegedly ran a dog 
breeding business from prison. 
They claim to be the joint owners 
of Bane and Hera, the dogs in¬ 
volved in the deadly mauling. 
Schneider and Bretches have been 
named as witnesses, but in a letter 
to Warren, Schneider vowed not 
to answer any questions citing his 
right against self-incrimination. 
He also promised to disrupt the 
trial. 

Noel made reference in his let¬ 
ter to some pictures of Knoller 
that were sent to Schneider:

“It is the one form of legal ac¬ 
tion which can join the 3 of us in 
a binding family unit - If it were 
permitted to be accomplished 
through a second marriage that 
would have been the medium - 
but we have become a family and 
Marjorie and I are prepared to go 
as far as possible to formalize that 
arrangement.”

Despite 
the glass of the fish bowl, you start to feel, after 
several moments of staring at this tableau, that 
fish and widow will somehow touch. 

Meanwhile, the widow’s son, Hsiao Kang 


(Lee Kang-Sheng), is taking his dad’s demise 
rather badly. A watch merchant, in a weak mo¬ 
ment he sold a gift from his father, a special 
dual-time zone watch, to a young woman, Shi- 
ang-Chyi (Chen Shiang-Chyi), who is planning 
a trip to Paris. Hsiao Kang has somehow trans¬ 
ferred his unresolved feelings for his father into 
a very special torch for Shiang-Chyi. For the bal¬ 
ance of What Tttne Is It There?, Hsiao Kang runs 
amok, turning every clock he can get his hands 
on in Taipei ahead to Paris time. Tliis madness 
culminates in the film's first specifically gay 
scene. Having stolen a large wall clock and hid¬ 
den it under the seat of a movie house, Hsiao

A boy’s own memoir 

The Boy with the Thorn in His 
Side, author Keith Fleming’s 
memoir of adolescent angst, 
chronicles his rescue from Mid¬ 
western hell, thanks to an offer by 
his Uncle Eddie White, panjan¬ 
drum of all ’70s gay NYC, to 
come live with him in Manhat¬ 
tan. We’ve already heard this 
story, in Uncle Ed’s trilogy of au¬ 
tobiographical novels that began 
with A Boy’s Own Story and 
ended with The Farewell Sympho¬ 
ny, and no, the beautiful room 
was not empty.

big birdhouse to her born-again 
friend Olivia (Alexis Lezin in a 
performance of evolving wacki¬ 
ness) for use as a temple for a cu¬ 
rious religion based on the 
supreme sanctity of birds.

Birds of a feather 


'Five Flights' soars at the Thick House

A bout 20 minutes into Five 
Flights, I began to wonder 
how Adam Bock’s new play 
would look on a Broadway stage. 
It’s quirky and accessible and that 
good. 

Contributing substantially to 
this positive reaction is director 
Kent Nicholson, whose work so 


smoothly and rightly meshes with 
Bock’s words that it’s impossible 
to know where one begins and the 
other leaves off. And while other 
casts will surely one day be play¬ 
ing these roles, the melding of ac¬ 
tors and characters in this debut 
production by Encore Theatre 
Company is sublime. 

All of this comes as a pleasant 
surprise, but not really a big one. 
After all, Bock’s first play after 


moving to San Francisco was the 
delightful man-shark love story 
Swimming in the Shallows. But 
while the new play shares with 
Shallows a merrily skewed view of 
the world. Five Flights is a much 
more elaborate work that sends 
off all sorts of twisty tendrils. 

A short summary of the play 
can make Five Flights sound de¬ 
ceptively mundane: A couple of 
grown siblings (and one cantan¬ 
kerous in-law) debate what 
should become of a decaying 
house-sized aviary that their late 
father built as a tribute to his de¬ 
ceased wife. He was certain that 
her soul had moved into the body 
of a wren. 

But folded into this debate are 
issues of religious conviction, fear 
of romance, family commitments, 
and the way a Russian ballet re¬ 
sembles a hockey game, which, 
further explains a gay hockey 
player, is not unlike the synchro¬ 
nized movements found in a sex 
club. 

This balletomane hockey play¬ 
er (the tall and appealing Craig 
Neibaur) starts off as an innocent 
bystander to the aviary discus¬ 
sions, but quickly begins courting 
the burned-by-love Ed (an edgy 
Liam Vincent), as one of Tom’s 
rugged teammates (sweet, gruff 
Kevin Karrick) tries to play 
matchmaker. 

Ed wants to see the aviary 
crumble to dust, but his lesbian 
sister Adelle (a quietly intense Lisa 
Steindler),is ready to turn over the

Beastly behavior 

'Rhinoceros' in Berkeiey

: • ugene Ionesco helped usher 
in a theatrical revolution 
that eventually left him be¬ 
hind. While a play like Rhinoceros 
was considered jarringly avant- 
garde when it debuted 1958, it 
now seems tame to what such 
post-Ionesco playwrights as Ed¬ 
ward Albee, Christopher Durang 
and Tony Kushner now regularly 
offer mainstream audiences. 

Still, it is worthwhile to revisit 
the progenitors of any important 
artistic movement, and Berkeley 
Rep is offering a production of 
Rhinoceros that connects often 
enough to convey the essence and 
message of Ionesco. 

Other than the fact that the 
citizens of a close-knit town are 
quickly turning into rhinoceroses, 
the play is fairly straightforward. 
And even these cases of 
“rhinoceritis,” as the play terms it, 
are not so outlandish once it be¬ 
comes clear that these transfor¬ 
mations are part of the snow¬ 
balling group-think that can turn 
plain folk into fascists. 

Directed by Barbara 
Damashek, the Berkeley Rep pro¬ 
duction dresses up the play with 
some imaginative and openly the¬ 
atrical special effects. Christopher 
Barreca’s set is in itself a special ef¬ 
fect as it creates topsy-turvy vari¬ 
ations on such simple concepts as 
up and down. 

But even with all this, and a 
cast of mostly superior accom¬ 
plishment, Rhinoceros can’t avoid 


stretches of tedium. The play gets 
off to a slow start as a hapless 
Everyman named Berenger 
(Geoff Hoyle in a suitable perfor¬ 
mance) is scolded by his imperi¬ 
ous friend Jean for not making 
something of his life. At an ad¬ 
joining caft table, two other char¬ 
acters trade foolish syllogisms 
contributing to a tumble of words 
in the lengthy, unfocused scene. 

It’s not the only moment when 
attention flags, but there are also 
several scenes where play and pro¬ 
duction pull together to create 
theatrical electricity. The scene set 
in the bureaucrat Berenger’s office 
is sublime as these drones debate 
whether there are rhinoceroses on 
the loose, a debate that comes to 
an end when a rhino knocks 
down the staircase to their office. 
Special credit here to Gerald 
Hiken for his comic portrayal of a 
fussy, small-minded man. 

Another highlight comes when 
Berenger visits his friend Jean at 
his home, only to find him moan¬ 
ing in bed with some unclear 
malaise. Jean sports a bump in the 
middle of his forehead, a green 
pallor, a guttural voice, and an in¬ 
creasingly violent demeanor. Jari¬ 
on Monroe, terrific at effecting 
this man-to-rhino transforma¬ 
tion, really does reveal the beast 
within. And that’s what the play is 
about. ▼

ful, but he seems to have achieved 
a breakthrough on French Arias 
(Sony Classical). It is true that 
many singers sound extraordi¬ 
nary in French — Roberto Alagna 
is a boor in Italian; in French, he’s 
a heartthrob. Alvarez’s current 
specialty is making it sound easy. 

He opens with Werther’s 
“Pourquoi me revellier,” delivered 
with such honeyed assurance that 
he almost sounds as if he is not 
singing. That tight, forced quality 
that diminished the pleasure of 
listening to a handsome voice is 
gone, and one can now concen¬ 
trate on the long line, the mascu¬ 
line tone, the deep expressiveness. 
Alvaraz doesn’t flinch from the 
hard stuff. Along with the usual 
French tenor suspects (Romeo, 
Faust, Werther, Des Grieux), he 
also sings the gut-busting “Pour 
mon ame” from Fille du regiment, 
with its nine high Cs; the 
high-lying “Asile hereditaire” from 
Guillaume Tell; and “Ange si pur” 
from La Favorite. He may not 
eclipse Alfredo Kraus in this 
repertory, but he comes close 
enough to be impressive. I wish he 
had sung the impossible aria and 
cabaletta from Verdi’s Les Vepres 
siciliennes rather than the more 
common Don Carlos aria, but 
other than that, I have no com¬ 
plaints on this disc. Alvarez is ac¬ 
companied by Mark Elder. 

Still, my favorite high-voiced 
hunk is David Daniels (don’t even 
speculate on how short his vocal 
cords are). His latest disc is an 
all-Vivaldi set with the baroque 
violinist and bandleader Fabio 
Biondi and Biondi’s period band, 
Europa Galante (Virgin Veritas). 
Daniels whips through the col¬ 
oratura “Amen” in the psalm “Nisi 
Dominus” in a manner that might

Speaking very little French,

Seldom is there a 
plot as such, the characters are 
mostly neurotic loners who don’t 
talk much, at least one or more of 
the characters are queer in some 
rather subversive way, the camera 
isn’t always zooming in and out 
giving you clues of what to look 
for, there’s no music at all, and 
when the director has had his say, 
the film simply ends. 


impress even Florez, while his ten¬ 
der interpretation of the beautiful 
Stabat mater makes me melt all 
over my keyboard. We get Daniels 
back in SF this summer in the title 
role of Handel’s Giulio Cesare. 
Can hardly wait. 

My final tenor goes under the 
rubric, “Handsome is as hand¬ 
some does,” because Salvatore Lic- 
itra is the classic short, rotund, 
Italian tenor. But looks don’t 
count on Licitra’s first complete 
opera recording, Verdi’s II Trova- 
tore, live from the opening night 
of La Scala. This young tenor, 
whose career is only four years 
old, was discovered and nurtured 
by Riccardo Muti, chef of La 
Scala. Apparently, the conductor 
has tamed his unruly Italian audi¬ 
ence, because they cheer rather 
than catcall when Licitra sings the 
correct Verdian ending to “Di 
quella pira” rather than interpo¬ 
lating that egregious (but excit¬ 
ing) high C. 

Frankly, though Licitra is vi¬ 
brant and masculine-sounding, 
and baritone Leo Nucci and 
mezzo Violeta Urmana are cer¬ 
tainly intelligent, well-schooled 
singers, you want this Trovatore 
for Muti’s conducting — he 
shapes the lyrical music gor¬ 
geously, and whips up tremen¬ 
dous excitement in the cabalettas 
— and for Barbara Frittoli, the ra¬ 
diant Leonora. This Milanese so¬ 
prano is easily the best Verdian 
vocalist to come along in ages. 
(Her solo album of Verdi arias on 
Erato is glorious.) Her lovely, 
feminine sound is supported by a 
strong technique, and she can rip 
off the coloratura with ease and 
in-your-face panache. This Trova¬ 
tore is-being marketed for Licitra, 
but Frittoli is the star. T

y late friend Martin Frick, 
the voice doctor, once ex¬ 
plained to me why oper¬ 
atic tenors always seemed to be 
short. It was the nature of the 
beast: a high voice requires vocal 
cords that vibrate fast; i.e., the 
shorter, the higher. And if the 
vocal cords are short, it stands to 
reason that so, usually, is the rest 
of the man. With much giggling, 
we’d then discuss the length of a 
baritone’s... er... vocal cords. 

If short stature is the measure 
of a tenor’s skill, Juan Diego 


Florez, the Peruvian tenore di 
grazia (the lightest, most flexible 
lyric tenor), is a big man indeed. 
Diminutive but adorable, the 
curly-headed F16rez flexed his 
pipes at the San Francisco Sym¬ 
phony several years ago when he 
sang the tenor part in Rossini’s 
Stabat Mater. His aria,“Cujus an- 
imam,” demonstrated fluent lega¬ 
to, extended breath and easy 
jumps to the high register. I im¬ 
mediately wanted to know why 
San Francisco Opera hadn’t 
signed him. 


Finally, they did, and Fldrez 
appears in Cenerentola next year. 
In the meantime, we have his 
debut solo disc, Rossini Arias 
(Decca), to keep us company. The 
28-year-old matinee idol, who 
just made his Metropolitan Opera 
debut this month as Count Alma- 
viva, sings an aria from The Bar¬ 
ber of Seville on this disc, but not 
the expected “Ecco, ridente.” In¬ 
stead, he sings a difficult alternate 
aria, “Cessa di piii resistere,” that 
employs the melody of “Non piu 
mesta,” the mezzo’s rondo from 
Cenerentola. 

Tenors have difficulty getting 
their chops around this piece, but 
Florez displays arrogant ease with 
the coloratura in all these arias. 
His vocalism has been described 
by a panting British critic as “an 
improbable thing of liquid, care¬ 
less beauty delivered with effort¬ 
less charm, cool style and beauti¬ 
fully trazed, intelligent phrasing.” 
I agree, though I would warn the 
casual listener that eight Rossini 
arias ending with rapid-fire col¬ 
oratura may be too much of a 
good thing at one sitting. Gaze 
endlessly at Fldrez’s handsome 
mug, but you may want to savor 
these arias one at a time. Riccardo 
Chailly is the accomplished con¬ 
ductor. 

Sounds easy 

The second cutie on my survey 
of tenors is taller than usual, 
good-looking and, like Fldrez, 
speaks Spanish. He’s Marcelo Al¬ 
varez, a young Argentine who has 
made several solo albums, includ¬ 
ing one of songs by Carlos Gardel, 
the great tango singer. In the past. 
I’ve found Alvarez’s operatic 
singing too strenuous and stress- 


Lee Kang-Sheng: food for the soul 
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Breaking new ground 

^American Mavericks' in book and CD

hen Walter Damrosch led 
the first performance of 
Aaron Copland’s Sym¬ 
phony for Organ and Orchestra in 
1925, the brave conductor turned 
to the Carnegie Hall crowd. “If a 
young man at the age of 23 can 
write a symphony like that,” he 
smiled, “in five years, he will be 
ready to commit murder.” 

That story and many others of 
similar wit and insight are told in 
American Mavericks: Visionaries, 
Pioneers, Iconoclasts, an entertain¬ 
ing and informative new book 
from University of California Press. 

Mavericks has been compiled 
as part history of the radical 
music movement in America, and 
part biographical profile of the 
groundbreaking composers who 
formed it. They started to sweep 
the cobwebs from the classical 
music scene. The book is also a 
document of the festival by the 
same name that blew the roof off 
Davies Hall in June 2000. 

From A for Adams to Z for 
Zappa, the handsome and read¬ 
able volume covers all of the com¬ 
posers included in the event and 
does a good job of explaining 
their importance. They may all 
not be capable of murder, but 
they are united in killing the con¬ 
ventions cramping “serious” 
Western music. 

A compact disc is included 
with fascinating conversations be¬ 
tween San Francisco Symphony 
Music Director Michael Tilson 
Thomas and composers Lou Har¬ 
rison, Lukas Foss, John Adams, 
Steve Mackey and David Del 
Tredici. Meredith Monk speaks 
briefly. 

The disc features introduc¬ 
tions by MTT to various pieces in 
the festival; some excerpts from 
scores by Henry Cowell, Charles 
Ives, George Antheil and others, 
and complete live recordings of 
works by John Cage and Morton 
Feldman. 

It is a useful and tantalizing 
addition to the book, but mad¬ 
dening also. After 70 minutes of 
mouth-watering hors d'oeuvre, we 
hunger for a full meal. That is the 
point, of course. At least the high¬ 
ly selective discography tells us 
what is available for listening. 

Calling the composers maver¬ 
icks is particularly apt. Like the 
free-ranging, unbranded cattle 
won long ago in a poker game by 


Samuel Augustus Maverick, the 
fiercely independent artists of the 
20th and early 21st centuries 
broke free from most boundaries. 
As soon as they made their own 
rules, they gleefully broke them. 

The American mavericks hail 
from up and down the East and 
West Coasts, even from the South 
and other countries. Steve Reich 
drove a cab in San Francisco, and 
the great-grandfather of them all, 
Charles Ives, never quit his day 
job in the insurance business. 
They are impossible to stereotype, 
and they cross all ethnic and eco¬ 
nomic barriers. 

There is plenty of information 
about each of the composers, 
served by the book in a pleasantly 
un-academic tone. The major 
lights are given more space, but 
even the briefest biographies cre¬ 
ate a clear portrait of their subject. 

Sections devoted to Charles 
Ives and Aaron Copland by the 
enlightened former program an¬ 
notator for the SFS, Michael 
Steinberg, are central to the book. 
Arguably, the best reading of all 
comes from Grover Sales on the 
noble life and times of Duke 
Ellington. 

It is high time Edward 
Kennedy Ellington was accorded 
undisputed parity with other mu¬ 
sical geniuses of the last century. 
His great popularity never damp¬ 
ened his adventurous spirit. He 
grew as an artist, pioneering new 


forms, until his death. 

There are bits of startling in¬ 
formation scattered throughout 
the commentary. Were you aware 
that Henry Cowell, inventor of 
the “tone cluster,” did time in San 
Quentin for homosexual con¬ 
duct? Did you know that he 
arranged for gifted composer 
Ruth Crawford Seeger to study 
with his own mentor, Charles 
Seeger? They were both early in 
defying the prevailing misogyny 
of the compositional community. 

There are loads of wonderful 
photographs and even some vin¬ 
tage cartoons, but it is the brilliant 
editing by Susan Key and Larry 
Rothe that marks American Mav¬ 
ericks as a terrific book for “dip¬ 
ping.” 

If there is any real complaint, 
the general attitude of the book 
would lead you to believe that if it 
weren’t for MTT and his Ameri¬ 
can Mavericks Festival, the Bay 
Area might never have known the 
importance of the featured com¬ 
posers. Hello: I’m not the only 
one who remembers the awesome 
New and Unusual Music Series 
back in the ’80s — a guy named 
John Adams was there, too. 

Still, it takes a star and a musi¬ 
cal pied piper like Michael Tilson 
Thomas to make this kind of 
thing a moneymaker, and we cer¬ 
tainly have to admit, American 
Mavericks, the book, is an unqual¬ 
ified delight. T

Ming-Liang is working for the 
first time with a world-class 
French cinematographer, Benoit 
Delhomme (Mike Figgis’ The Loss 
of Sexual Innocence), whose debut 
feature with Vietnamese filmmak¬ 
er Tran Ahn Hung, The Scent of 
Green Papaya, was an astonish¬ 
ingly sensual merging of Asian 
and Western sensibilities. Tsai is 
now free to paint on a properly lit 
canvas. The stationary camera he 
employed in all his previous fea¬ 
tures no longer results in static 
images, producing an incredibly 
rich and visible mise-en-scene, 
leading to improbably moving 
scenes like Fatty and the Widow. 

Sleeping beauty 

The film is not for everyone. 
Tsai has admitted caring not a fig 


for story in the conventional 
sense, but claims to be trying to 
release emotion on screen, creat¬ 
ing odd situations in which his 
characters discover who they are. 
In Vive V Amour, the young gay 
crematorium salesman gently 
kisses a sleeping leather boy and 
pulls back, startled by the very 
nakedness of his desire. But for 
those with patience and a sense of 
adventure, Tsai’s very queer films 
(he’s careful not to label them gay 
for fear of upsetting the very con¬ 
servative Chinese culture from 
which they spring) are food for 
the soul. Like Ang Lee’s treatment 
of suburban angst. The Ic£ Storm, 
and Allan Ball’s comic roiling of 
our funeral taboos. Six Feet Under, 
Tsai’s films allow some of us to 
meet our very naked selves in the 
icy cool darkness of the cinema. 

In What Time Is It There?, Tsai 
gets his own revenge on globaliza¬ 
tion in a film that represents a 


long-delayed release of grief from 
the 1992 death of his father. In 
one scene, Shiang-Chyi is boldly 
propositioned in a cemetery by an 
older man, deftly played by 
French film icon Jean-Pierre 
Leaud, the famous alter ego of 
Francois Truffaut, who is the clos¬ 
est thing to a film father that Tsai 
can claim. All along, Tsai has wit¬ 
tily quoted Truffaut and Leaud’s 
own first film. The 400 Blows. The 
love/grief junkie Hsiao Kang is 
watching the scene where the 
then-14-year-old Leaud steals a 
quart of milk and then gulps it 
down like it was a down payment 
on all the sweet things that would 
ever brush his lips. It’s the most 
naked moment possible in film, a 
filmmaker giving a kind of cine¬ 
matic blow job to his film father’s 
own dearest creation, breathing 
artistic life into what a philoso¬ 
pher has called the pederasty of 
autobiography. T

'Beijing Bicycle' mils in

n 18-year-'Old Beijing boy 
, rides his almost brand-new 
. “fc mountain bike along a 
wooded path from school to the 
back alley apartment he shares 
with his father, stepmother and 
stepsister. Jian (Lee Bin), his 
white shirttail and red uniform 
tie flapping in the breeze, is deliri¬ 
ously happy — his hands don’t 
touch the handlebars, his feet 
seem to dance in rhythm with the 
pedals. Jian’s possession of the 
bike means he’s already arrived, 
and can hang out with the cool 
crowd at school, boys whose use 
their bikes to pull X Games-like 
stunts, or to pick up girls. 

Guei (popular Chinese TV 
star Cui Lin), also 18, has a prob¬ 
lem with the very same bike that 
Jian is so cheerfully riding. Guei 
has broken his back to pay for the 
bike, carrying packages for a Bei¬ 
jing messenger service. It’s stolen 
from him and later purchased 
unbeknowingly by Jian at a sec¬ 
ond-hand flea market. This bike 
that both boys own, in a sense, is 
the focal point for director Wang 
Xiaoshuai’s breathtaking new 
comedy/drama, Beijing Bicycle, 
opening Friday. 

For Jian, the bike is a prideful 
possession. It allows him that 
most basic of teenage rights, the 
ability to cop an attitude. For 
Guei, no bike means no job and 
pretty soon no Beijing, for Guei is 
a dirt-poor just-off-the-farm 
peasant, part of a huge class of 
people the Chinese government 
treats like illegal aliens. 

Beijing Bicycle is a great film 
for the subtitled-impaired, since 
the dialogue is sparse, often funny 


and right to the point. Guei, lack¬ 
ing an apartment of his own, is 
living with another ex-peasant, 
who now runs a small grocery. 
The two country bumpkins brush 
their teeth in the street while hav¬ 
ing heartfelt discussions about 
girls above their class, including 
the mysterious “Lady in Red,” 
whose red high-heel shoes give 
her a sultry step as she slithers 
into the shop to pick up soy sauce 
in returnable bottles. 

Bicycle fittingly steals its first 
act from Vittorio De Sica’s 1949 
classic The Bicycle Thief — just 
when a poor worker thinks he’s 
been granted a piece of heaven, 
his dreams are crushed by the 
theft of his precious bicycle — 
but then the film takes a sharp 
turn and becomes a Chinese ver¬ 
sion of an American teen melo¬ 
drama, the bicycle becoming less 
a practical tool of economic sur¬ 
vival and more a means of defin¬ 
ing status and marking turf. Un¬ 
like Antonio in The Bicycle Thief, 
Guei gets his bike back several 
times, only to lose it again to a 
gang of boys supporting Jian’s 
claim. The crux of the problem is 
that Jian didn’t steal Guei’s bike, 
just the money to buy it, from his 
tight-fisted, old-fashioned father 
(Zhao Yiwel). 

Brat slap 

In a scene with an odd echo of 
James Dean fighting with a clue¬ 
less dad (Jim Backus) in Rebel 
Without a Cause, Jian, who hides 
his insecurity behind a bratty fa¬ 
cade, almost boastfully admits to 
stealing the money, bitterly ac¬ 
cusing his father of robbing him 
of the status due him as a good 
student by repeatedly breaking 
his word to buy Jian a bike. The 


father responds by slapping Jian 
to the ground. Oddly, no one ac¬ 
cuses the father of child abuse or 
tries calling the cops. 

Cui Lin as Guei gets a lot of 
mileage from a silent-screen 
actor’s trick of exaggerating sim¬ 
ple emotions. His pitiful crying 
gets his bike boss (Xie Jian) to 
give him a second chance, while 
his stubborn refusal to let go of 
the bike forces a kind of Hobson’s 
choice solution, allowing Guei 
and Jian to discover how much 
they have in common without the 


sentimental ploy of having them 
become bosom buddies. 

Director Wang breaks the 
rules, introducing a major char¬ 
acter late in the film. Da Huan (Li 
Shuang), a Chinese bikerboy 
Matt Dillon with red hair, pouty 
good looks and a habit of settling 
problems with his fists. Wang 
subtly builds tension through the 
expressive use of extreme long 
shots, and by having key action 
take place off-screen. In the 
heartpounding third act, Wang’s 
fluid camera makes a bike chase 


through a shabby back alley 
neighborhood alternately tense 
and funny. 

Beijing Bicycle resembles Mor¬ 
gan J. Freeman’s underappreciat¬ 
ed Hurricane Streets, where a 
gang of underclass teens, led by 
the Dean-evoking Brendan Sex¬ 
ton III, stampede through New 
York’s mean streets on small 
bikes, leaving a mini-crime wave 
in their wake. In both films, the 
kids act instinctively, often bru¬ 
tally, without thought for any¬ 
thing but immediate pleasure. T

n Rushmore, director Wes An¬ 
derson’s tone poem to geek- 
dom, Jason Schwartzman is 
Max Fischer, a precocious 15- 
year-old prep-school student with 
the personality of a Hollywood 
producer. At first glance, nothing 
can happen at Rushmore Acade¬ 
my that hasn’t received Max’s 
blessing. He’s invincible until he 
falls for a first-grade teacher 
(Olivia Williams) and starts a 
duel to the death for her affec¬ 
tions with a local tycoon, Herman 
Blume (Bill Murray). 

Max, like the old Hollywood 
moguls, is a complete tyrant, with 
the saving grace of old-fashioned 
good manners. If you can ever get 
his attention, he’ll look you in the 
eye and maybe buy you some¬ 
thing. With Max, even a hand¬ 
shake can seem like being received 
by the Queen. 

Young actor Jason Schwartz¬ 
man is real-life show-biz royalty, 
the son of actress Talia Shire and 
the late producer Jack Schwartz¬ 
man. A teenage drummer in the 
rock band Phantom Planet, as a 
goof he went to a party in tux and 
tails, where Rushmore's casting di¬ 
rector was chatted up by his 
cousin Sofia Coppola. She said, 
“You should talk to my cousin 
Jason.” Three weeks later, he was 
in Houston, playing against 
“Ghostbuster” Murray. “I remem¬ 
ber early on asking him, ‘Why 
does my character like your char¬ 
acter?’ and he sighed, ‘Just say the 


lines and be funny.’” 

Like Max, always in charge, 
Jason spent the first few minutes 
of our chat auditioning me. “Do 
you keep tapes of all your inter¬ 
views? What was Colin Hanks 
like?” Noticing that my hand was 
hurting from the weight of the 
portable tape machine, Jason 
placed his arm under mine. The 
moment is oddly like Max’s at¬ 
tempted seduction of the teacher. 
“To be honest, the kissing scene 
isn’t in the script. The scene is 


there, the kiss is not. It was the last 
night of shooting with Olivia, and 
I just said to Wes, ‘I’m going to 
fucking kiss her.’ I just kissed her, 
and that was the only take we got.” 
In our scene, Jason and I never get 
to the kiss. 

Jason is in town to promote a 
very different kind of school 
comedy. Slackers. TV ad director 
Dewey Nicks makes his feature 
debut with a script by David H. 
Steinberg (“I superglued myself 
to myself,” American Pie 2). 


W hen we first meet postal worker Janos Valushka (Lars 
Rudolph), it’s last cdl at a tavern in small-town Hungary. 
He’s organizing a little dance of its habitues in this surreal¬ 
istic drama by avant-garde Hungarian filmmaker Bela Tarr, based 
on the novel The Melancholy of Resistance by Laszlo Krasznahorkai. 
There’s political tension, there’s bleak, wintry, Eastern European 
skies, and there’s black-and-white cinematography by Gabor Med- 
vigy and a score by Mihaly Vig. Hey, this ain’t another vapid Holly¬ 
wood product! English subtitles; also starring Peter Fitz and Hanna 
Schygulla. At the Castro Theatre, Feb. 1-7. ▼ 


Schwartzman plays a hyperactive 
loser, “Cool Ethan,” whose efforts 
to break up a band of grade- 
cheaters goes hilariously awry. 
Jason notes that there was a big 
difference playing a boffo 
grossout teen comedy like Slack¬ 
ers from the approach needed for 
the carefully constructed social 
satire of Rushmore. Suddenly 
snapping his fingers, Jason made 
a musical analogy. “In drum¬ 
ming, there’s the beat and that is 


your guideline. I think Rushmore 
is a little behind the beat, it’s 
written carefully, economically. 
With Slackers, it’s frenetic, kinet¬ 
ic. It is over-the-top, it’s hitting 
you over the head with it. It’s try¬ 
ing to make a joke out of things 
that aren’t even funny. It’s just 
going for it because why not go 
for it.” T

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Appreciating bodies in motion 

Kathleen Marshall choreographs 'Kiss Me, Kate' for the Orpheum

limpses of sweaty, sexy guys 
' in underwear and boots 
provided choreographer 
Kathleen Marshall with a notice¬ 
able bit of inspiration for the 
Broadway revival of Kiss Me, Kate, 
arriving Feb. 5 at the Orpheum 
Theatre. 

“I love it when you go back- 
stage at a show during intermis¬ 
sion, and people are half-in and 
half-out of their costumes,” she 
said. “They’re sweaty and walking 
around in their underwear and 
boots. It’s very sexy, and we want¬ 
ed to bring all that out.” 

Despite Cole Porter’s partici¬ 
pation, Kiss Me, Kate, one of the 
great backstage musicals, doesn’t 
have a hint of gay characters. Not 
unexpected; after all, it opened in 
1949. 

“But that kind of sexuality is 
present in any kind of theater 
company,” the rising-star choreo¬ 
grapher said. “I certainly try in my 
choreography, unlike the kind of 
partnering where it’s all just men

with women, to give the men their 
fair due.” 

When the musical returned to 
Broadway two years ago, it was 
praised for the way the new cre¬ 
ative team managed to give fresh 


life to the material without com¬ 
promising its essentials. 

“I think Kiss Me, Kate has pret¬ 
ty much been relegated to sum¬ 
mer stock companies who do it 
with operetta stars,” Marshall said, 
“and the original choreography 
[by Hanya Holm] seemed to be 
kind of harlequin folkdance-y. I 
knew right away we needed to res¬ 
cue this musical, dust off the cob¬ 
webs, and pull out the sensuality 
in all its flavors.” 

Marshall is intrigued at how 
dancer’s bodies have changed over 
the years. “If you look at that orig¬ 
inal poster from A Chorus Line 
with all those people lined up, the 
guys look so skinny,” she said. 
“But to our eyes in the mid-’70s, 
they were very fit and some of 
them were hunky. Dancers are 
definitely leaner, stronger, and 
more muscular now, and I use 
that. There is definitely a sense of 
appreciating bodies in this pro¬ 
duction.” 

Hands on 

Marshall, director Michael 
Blakemore, and other members of 
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the creative team were hands-on 
when it came time to build a tour¬ 
ing company. While some of Mar¬ 
shall’s original choreography was 
built around the talents of the 
Broadway cast, she has adjusted 
her work as much as she can to fit 
the new cast. Rex Smith and 
Rachel York are the stars of the 
tour, playing sparring former 
spouses reunited for a musical 
version of The Taming of the 
Shrew. 


Kiss Me, Kate was not Mar¬ 
shall’s first Broadway credit as 
choreographer, but it is by far her 
most potent. Its success led to two 
more high-profile assignments, 
Seussical and Follies, that met with 
oddly mixed receptions. 

Seussical was expected to be 
the big hit of 2000, but, thanks to 
the Internet, its out-of-town 
problems became common 
knowledge. “It was a rough expe-

Tweaking 

Shakespeare 

act's 'The Beard of Avon' 


Mario Barricelli as Edward de Vere, Alex Moggridge as his lover Henry

W hen a sexually unsophisti¬ 
cated William Shake¬ 
speare gets his nipple 
tweaked by another man in The 
Beard of Avon, the bemused reac¬ 
tion of Matthew Boston is price¬ 
less. We watch as his Will registers 
horror, confusion, and ultimately, 
curiosity. 

Boston’s performance as a 
sweet rural everyman with a 
buried genius is one of the best 
reasons to see Amy Freed’s histor¬ 
ically speculative comedy at ACT. 
The play itself is a mildly amusing 
affair that may remind some the¬ 
atergoers of Shakespeare in Love, 
though Freed apparently began 
work on her play before that 
movie came out. 

Most of our impressions of 
Shakespeare as a man stem from 
stately drawings and portraits, 
what we can surmise from his 
writings, and a dribble of authen¬ 
ticated biography. But a theater 
career at the end of the 16th cen¬ 
tury could hardly have been a 
stately profession, and The Beard 
of Avon reminds us that Shake¬ 
speare was a guy before he was an 
icon. 

The genesis of Freed’s play is 
the author question, a long sim¬ 
mering debate over who really 
wrote the works of Shakespeare. 
After all, say the contrarians, 
Shakespeare was a barely literate 


rube. Maybe Edward de Vere, the 
Earl of Oxford, really wrote all 
those great plays. 

Freed accepts some of the revi¬ 
sionist premise, but massages it in 
a way that keeps Shakespeare in 
the loop, though not as a solo ge¬ 
nius. Yes, de Vere did stir Shake¬ 
speare’s latent greatness, but only 
after hiring this bit-part actor to 
affix his name to de Vere’s own 
plays. In a bit of the whimsy that 
threads through the play, even 
Queen Elizabeth turns out to be a 
closet playwright. 

Director Mark Rucker mostly 
keeps things light, but there are 
times when the energies crossing 
over to the audience are on low 
power. In addition to Boston’s 
Stan Laurel-like Shakespeare, 
Marco Barricelli provides the pol- 
ysexual Edward de Vere with 
swashbuckling caddishness, Kan- 
dis Chappell creates a Queen Eliz¬ 
abeth of comically impatient 
majesty, and Rene Augesen plays 
Shakespeare’s discontented wife 
before disguising herself as a 
bawdy strumpet. 

Freed is a playwright with an 
amiable, airy touch, which makes 
The Beard of Avon pleasant 
enough to see — if not exactly 
must-see. ▼

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Veeps and creeps for sweeps

f V 4 ^ £ said it before: if we 
believed in conspiracy 

V If theories, the timing of 
the Enron debacle would look 
suspiciously like sweeps-month 
scripting to us. It has all the com¬ 
ponents of a Fox reality show or 
an Aaron Spelling miniseries: 
avarice, lies, cheating, double¬ 
dealing, treachery, theft, influ¬ 
ence-peddling, and, of course, 
tragedy. Thousands lost their jobs, 
hundreds of thousands lost their 
life savings, and one former 
Enron exec killed himself 
last week, just as he 
was due to testify be¬ 
fore the Congression¬ 
al committee about 
blowing the whistle a 
year ago. 

For those looking 
for the upside 
of the Enron 
scandal: any¬ 
thing that can 
get Dick Cheney out of that 
undisclosed location can’t be all 
bad. He’s been on Meet the Press 
so often in recent weeks we’re be¬ 
ginning to think he’s Tim 
Russert’s co-anchor. For anyone 
who thought he might have been 
changed by September 11, howev¬ 
er, no kinder, gentler Cheney has 
emerged. He’s still the dismissive, 
arrogant martinet he’s always 
been. There may not (yet) be a 
smoking gun in the Bush Admin¬ 
istration (after all, half the House 
and two-thirds of the Senate also 
took money from the company, 
which is the biggest advertisement 
for campaign finance reform we 
can imagine) but if there is one, 
Cheney’s got it. 

Enron continues to be the big 
TV story, but not the only one. 
Remember Afghanistan? Because 
we are still killing and displacing 
people there, even if we don’t have 
a clue where Osama bin Laden is. 

Speaking of Afghanistan: Why 
isn’t John Walker Lindh at Guan¬ 
tanamo Bay being eaten alive by 
lice and mosquitoes, like the other 
alleged Taliban and A1 Qaeda 
fighters? And how exactly do his 
parents, whom he hasn’t seen or 
spoken to in over two years, know 
for a fact, as they stated in their 
news conference after his arraign¬ 
ment last week, that Lindh never 
fought against the US and was 
never involved with the Taliban? 
Perhaps, unlike us, they didn’t 
hear him speaking with an Arabic 
accent when he was questioned by 
the CIA and declaring his Taliban 
status. Of course we know one 
can’t believe everything one sees 
on TV; just ask those Simi Valley 
jurors from the Rodney King trial. 
We suppose it just depends on 
what the definition of is is. But it 
seems to us that if the men being 
held at Guantanamo Bay and 
Lindh all came from the same 
place, then they should be held in 
the same place. If Lindh can be 
de-liced, given indoor accommo¬ 
dations, and allowed time in the 
dark to sleep (the constant klieg 
lighting at Guantanamo not only 
attracts more mosquitoes, it goes 
against the Geneva Convention; 
humans are diurnal and need 
darkness for restful sleep), 
shouldn’t the prisoners at Guan¬ 
tanamo be afforded the same 
treatment? 

We’re not saying coddle those 
who may have helped plot 9-11. 
But if we see these disparate views 
on the news each night, then so 
does the rest of the world. It tar¬ 
nishes our moral stature when we 
treat these prisoners as less than 


human. Turnabout is nor fair play, 
just unnecessary brutality. We’d 
like to see the American media re¬ 
port on the real conditions of 
Guantanamo. J’he major net¬ 
works have been reporting on 
similar circumstances in other na¬ 
tions for years. It’s been five 
months since 9-11. How long are 
we going to give the Bush Admin¬ 
istration the kid-glove treatment? 
This is still a democracy, and we 
do have freedom of the press here. 
Let’s exercise it. 

ABC has shown this week just 
how much good reporting can do. 
On 20/20, now back on Friday 
nights with veteran jour¬ 
nalist John Miller as 
Barbara Walters’ new 
co-anchor, reporter 
Brian Ross uncovered 
just how many unin¬ 
vestigated rape cases 
there were in the US. 
For lack of 
funds, rape 
kits go unex¬ 
amined and 
rape cases unsolved. 20\20 paid 
for several hundred cases to be ex¬ 
amined with disturbing results. 
Several cases were solved as a re¬ 
sult of the investigation, including 
a horrifying rape/murder, a case 
of serial rape, and one man, 
wrongly identified by the rape 
victim, who was found innocent 
on the basis of DNA testing. 

Heart of darkness 

Such reportage illumines the 
vital importance of the press, in 
particular widely-viewed TV 
news. TV cameras draw attention 
like nothing else. That was why so 
many victims of the atrocities in 
Congo risked their lives to speak 
to Ted Koppel when he went there 
to do a series for Nightline. “What 
did you eat today? How much 
money did you spend? What 
medications do you have in your 
bathroom cabinet?” These ques¬ 
tions weren’t posed directly on 
Congo: Heart of Darkness, but one 
would need a heart as cold as 
Cheney’s for those questions not 
to resonate. There may be crueler 
places on Earth than Congo (for¬ 
merly Zaire); there may be places 
with more stultifying poverty, 
more violence, and more disease, 
but it’s difficult to imagine where 
they might be. 

In two years, 2.5 million peo¬ 
ple have been killed in Congo as a 
result of an undeclared war be¬ 
tween Rwandan guerrillas and 
Congolese fighters. The images 
are nearly unbearable to see. 
Thousands of children have been 
maimed by the Mai-Mais, the 
guerrillas who hack away at the 
living with machetes until they get 
what they want. Millions of 
women and girls have been raped 
and tortured by soldiers on both 
sides. One young woman, 16, de¬ 
scribed being raped by 30 men. 
Another detailed being raped so 
brutally her genitalia were torn 
out. An estimated 60 percent of 
the soldiers are infected with 
AIDS. If starvation and brutality 
don’t kill these Congolese women 
and their children, AIDS and TB 
will. The round cheeks and bellies 
of the Congolese children are de¬ 
ceptive; they signal not health but 
edema and protein deficiency. TB, 
malaria and AIDS kill three out of 
four. 

A century ago, when Congo 
was “owned” by Belgium, the 
Congolese were worked to death 
for the colonialist prizes of rubber 
and ivory. Now diamonds and the 
coltan used in cell-phone capaci¬ 
tors are the commerce. The color 
and ethnicity of the oppressors 




have changed from white to black, 
from Belgian to African, but the 
pain inflicted is equally vicious 
and inhumane. 

If a picture is worth a thou¬ 
sand words, a videotape is worth 
10,000. When asked why she was 
willing to risk speaking out, one 
young woman, raped by a regi¬ 
ment of soldiers in front of her 
children, said, “We can’t keep this 
a secret. We were openly violated. 
That’s why we’re using all our 
breath to explain our story to 
white people. We want them to 
know what really happened so 
that they can help us.” But will we? 

All too real 

ABC made its mark this week 
in news programming; NBC 


caused a small uproar with ER. For 
years, ER has done cutting-edge 
queer stories including bareback- 
ingi “sharing the gift,” and gay do¬ 
mestic violence. This week, ER ad¬ 
dressed that well-kept but deadly 
secret, “down low” sex between 
men who don’t identify as gay and 
don’t play safe. By portraying the 
all-too-realistic storyline of a 
young rapper having unprotected 
sex with his closeted gay, HIV-in¬ 
fected manager while also having 
unprotected sex with his girlfriend, 
ER once again used prime time 
drama to bring a real-life drama 
out of the closet. HIV infection 
among young black men is on the 
rise. Kudos to ER for addressing a 
typical mode of transmission. 

Kudos also for showing Weaver 


(Laura Innes) and Lopez (Lisa 
Vidal) not just in bed together, but 
romping and kissing like real 
lovers — or heterosexuals. We also 
approve of Lopez outing Weaver at 
work with a great big lesbian kiss. 
“I did you a favor,” she tells Weaver 
later when Weaver gives her a 
“how-dare-you” speech. Stay 
tuned for the fallout. 

Speaking of prime-time real¬ 
ism, the premiere of the PBS se¬ 
ries American Family, which airs 
for the next six Wednesdays, left 
us underwhelmed. Yes, it’s great to 
see a story all about Latinos on a 
network other than Univision, but 
despite the stellar acting (Edward 
James Olmos, Sonia Braga and 
Esai Morales are standouts) and 
lush direction, there*is simply 
nothing new here. This is a three- 
generations of working-class (fill 
in the blank) story. It could be 
Irish, Italian, Jewish. Enjoyable, 
but highly predictable. 

And that’s it, really: the power 
of TV — and its concomitant re¬ 
sponsibility— can be awesome. It 
can tell us something we didn’t 
know or put a whole new spin on 
something we did. We can turn 
off the TV, but we are left with 
those images, whether it’s Ameri¬ 
can workers cheated of their life 
savings, or Congolese cheated of 
their very lives. TV brings what’s 
out there up-close and personal. 
It’s up to us to do something 
about it. T

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The party-boy solution 

Men's Inner Journey offers natural highs

H e’s just into his 40s, a 
ruggedly good-looking man 
with a sturdy demeanor, 
soothing voice, and a boyish ener¬ 
gy giving the seriousness of his 
message an uplifting lighthearted¬ 
ness. He’s out to heal the wound¬ 
ed spirits of his fellow gay men, in 
particular those who have experi¬ 
enced the party scene in all its 
drug-addled fabulousness, and 
fallen hard from the heights of ec¬ 
stasy. 

Rather than shaking a fist at 
his “congregation” and telling 
them they’re evil for their past 
sins. Men’s Inner Journey founder 
and facilitator Michael Sigmann 
works passionately to steer his 
group’s participants in a new di¬ 
rection, one that affords them all 
the passion and intensity they 
might find at circuit parties, but 
without the artificial highs and 
crashing lows. 

To achieve a spiritual high 
without drugs, Sigmann knows, 
requires people first to calm down 
— way down. One reason so 
many men insist on turning to 
chemical ecstasy, it seems, is they 
never take the time to deeply 
meditate, to relax and clear their 
minds as well as their bodies. 
They remain in a sort of low-level 
ecstatic state (moderated, of 
course, by alcohol and sedatives) 
that ultimately wears them out. 


That’s the modern world in a nut¬ 
shell. 

Maybe that’s why, throughout 
the Bay Area and across North 
America, gay men are showing a 
marked interest in quitting the 
chemical-based party habit. 
They’re turning in droves to yoga, 
tai chi, Chi Kung, acupuncture, 
Feldenkrais, Eurythmy, Zen med¬ 
itation, and other energy alchemy 
art forms. They’re determined to 
reclaim their natural energy and 
balance, and to bring focus into 
their otherwise scattered lives. 
They want to be grounded 
enough to fly naturally. 

Enter Michael Sigmann and 
Men’s Inner Journey, which look 
to be playing prominent roles in 
healing our community’s multiple 
hangovers, both physical and spir¬ 
itual, for some time to come. Cur¬ 
rently, the group offers two med¬ 
itations on a weekly or bi-weekly 
basis, the first being a more pas¬ 
sive, sitting mediation, held at the 
Hartford St. Zen Center (57 Hart¬ 
ford St.; 7:30 p.m. each Tuesday), 
a small, quiet sitting and ritual 
space in the Castro. A more active 
dance meditation takes place 
every other week at Ministries of 
Light, a larger space at Duboce 
and Mission, adorned with multi¬ 
ple statues and images of divine 
beings representing many spiritu¬ 
al traditions, plus an altar domi¬ 
nated by a giant video screen. The 
DJ setup stands to one side, where 
the pulpit would be in any other 


church. 

In that setting, a Men’s Inner 
Journey gathering is well-attend¬ 
ed with all kinds of men, but es¬ 
pecially ones you’d expect to find 
at the White Party in Palm 
Springs; well-maintained, well- 
groomed, and giddy with broth¬ 
erly love. There’s no cruisiness, 
just sweet expressions of friend¬ 
ship, the occasional caresses and 
kisses between friends, and the 
deepest possible respect for every¬ 
one’s personal sanctity. 

Heavy lifting 

The whole affair is guided by 
the DJ and/or a facilitator, who 
deftly steers the men into deep sit¬ 
ting meditation, followed by 
standing and unloosening to trib¬ 
al and/or chaotic rhythms, fol¬ 
lowed by full-on DJ’d dancing. In 
this final stage of ecstasy, on occa¬ 
sion the heavy lifting is done by 
tracks featuring divas singing glo¬ 
riously upbeat dance songs drip¬ 
ping with love, harmony. Cosmic 
Awareness and all that jazz — 
which pushes the bounds of sap¬ 
piness for those of us who like our 
divas dished out in strictly mea¬ 
sured doses. Still, in this group, if 
you don’t like the DJ’s selections 
one day, don’t worry: these guys 
know the party scene inside and 
out and have the DJ thing down. 
Sometimes the selections kick 
butt. 

“When I finally got the 
courage to come out, I was 34 
years old,” confesses Detroit 
refugee Sigmann, who now coor¬ 
dinates not only the weekly gath¬ 
erings in San Francisco, but in¬ 
tensive retreats in Marin County 
where men get to deepen their 
meditative and body-energy 
work. “For me, it was such an ex¬ 
plosion onto the scene that the 
use of drugs and outrageous sex 
and all that sort of stuff played 
into my life, and when I saw 
where it was taking me, and how 
painful it was, I knew that there 
had to be another way.”

Sigmann, who is now pursuing 
a Ph.D. in consciousness at the 
California Institute of Integral 
Studies in San Francisco, has been 
building his current career/spiri- 
tual path over the past eight years, 
but the 20 years prior he spent in 
“managing communications and 
marketing for hundreds of busi¬ 
nesses worldwide.” 

His skill in communicating 
shows in how fluidly he conducts 
the meetings when it’s his turn. 
He’s got the gentle, mellifluous, 
and (most importantly) persua¬ 
sively earnest vocal style that 
turns otherwise ordinary preach¬ 
ers into potent televangelists. His 
goals, however, seem comfortably 
— and comfortingly — down to 
earth. 

Back in 1993, when he was 
ready to change his life, he en¬ 
rolled in a workshop in San Diego 
that for nine days allowed him to 
“just sort of have out all my issues 
around being gay, where I could 
free up the strength inside of me 
to stand as a man in the world — 
as a gay man. It was very liberat¬ 
ing.” 

But then the organization that 
so lifted him up, the Miracle of 
Love, showed the untruth of its 
name. 

“For four or five years I went 
on their path,” explains Sigmann, 
who shared the experience with a 
whole tribe of men working on 
self-healing. “Then Miracle of 
Love mission posted a policy on 
homosexuality, and said that ‘you 
can’t do your transformational 
work here anymore,’ and ‘we can’t 
accept any more gay men into the 
curriculum,’ which was a huge 
blow to me.” 

He attained justice in the old- 
fashioned way: by setting out to 
lift himself up after others let him 
down. Most importantly, he’s suc-

ceeded. The story of Sigmann’s 
founding Men’s Inner Journey 
and seeing it blossom is the uni¬ 
versal tale of how a man comes to 
triumph over adversity, in the 
process building up a community 
of like-minded people. 

It was on September 11, 2001, 
that I experienced first-hand how 
powerfully the group’s spirit res¬ 
onates in time of deep stress. On 
that Tuesday night, as always. 
Men’s Inner Journey met at the 
Hartford Street Zen Center, de¬ 
parting from their usual routine 
to allow extended opportunity for 
members to express their grief. 
Everyone was struggling to cope 
with the WTC/Pentagon/rural 
Pennsylvania tragedy. The men, 
mostly in their 30s and 40s, with 
some elders and youth, demon¬ 
strated remarkable calm. They 
were guided gently through their 
grief, supported with messages of 
love and hope. There were gentle 
sobs, but nobody lost it. Everyone 
present that terrible night grew 
stronger. Men’s Inner Journey, no 
matter how cosmic at first glance, 
re^ly is among the most ground¬ 
ed groups of gay men'tVe ever en¬ 
countered. V

rience,” she said, “because we 
started off so well. I just don’t 
think we took the proper develop¬ 
ment process from the workshop 
to full production. But poor 
Seussical. No one in the press 
could refer to it without saying 
‘the troubled, critically disastrous, 
whatever.’We couldn’t escape that 
label.” 

Marshall also choreographed 
the much-anticipated first Broad¬ 
way revival of Sondheim’s Follies. 
Because it was so anticipated, all 
artistic assignments on the show 
came with baggage. 

“I guess I didn’t realize how 
much baggage,” she said. “The 
original production casts a long 
shadow. It’s scary. You either have 
people who saw the original pro¬ 
duction 30 years ago and it 
changed their lives and nothing 
can equal it. Or people who never 
saw the original production but 
have listened to every cast record¬ 
ing ever made, and they’ve been 
waiting 30 years to see it. So, God 
knows what they build up in their 
heads by the time they walk in the 
door.” 

Marshall, 39 and currently un¬ 
attached, grew up in Pittsburgh, 
PA, and followed her older broth¬ 
er Rob first as a dancer and then 
as choreographer. Before striking 
out on her own, she assisted her 
brother on several shows, includ¬ 
ing Kiss of the Spider Woman and 
the revival of Damn Yankees. She 
spent several years as artistic di¬ 


rector of Encores!, the New York 
company that offers starry staged 
concerts of infrequently seen mu¬ 
sicals, and her most current as¬ 
signment is director and choreo¬ 
grapher of Carnival! for Encores. 

Marshall is beginning to ex¬ 
plore the notion of being a direc¬ 
tor-choreographer, which she first 
did in a full New York production 
with the long-long-delayed debut 
of Saturday Night, by a very young 
Stephen Sondheim. That was in 
2000, an amazing year for Mar¬ 
shall that, remember, also includ¬ 
ed her highest career note so far 
{Kiss Me, Kate) and the biggest 
disappointment (Seussical). 

But Seussical did have an up¬ 
side for Marshall, by putting her 
career into a saner perspective. 
“Not too long after Seussical 
opened, and I was feeling kind of 
depressed,” Marshall said, “I went 
to [set designer] Robert Wagner’s 
studio to talk about the Kiss Me, 
Kate tour. 

“And I walked into his studio, 
and there are, like, 50 posters of 
Broadway shows he’s worked on. 
There’s 42nd Street and A Chorus 
Line and The Producers and all the 
huge hits we know about, and 
there were also a lot of shows that 
weren’t hits. 

“I thought to myself, ‘Oh, I get 
it. It’s about the long term. It’s 
about a career.’ You gotta keep 
putting yourself out there.” T

tries varies, the fest is an ideal an¬ 
tidote to the vomitous star vehi¬ 
cles and knock-kneed epics 
spewed out with numbing regu¬ 
larity by Hollywood. This preview 
will look at some of the high¬ 
lights. 

All of this year’s entries were 
shot before the attack on the 
World Trade Center, but a num¬ 
ber of them feel somehow related. 
Calum Grant and Joshua Atesh 
Little’s provocative mockumen- 
tary Ever Since the World Ended 
(Castro, 1/31) imagines a San 
Francisco decimated by a myste¬ 
rious plague that has killed all but 
186 people. Survivors interviewed 
include bands of boys eking out a 
living on beaches and in the 
woods, a deceptively “nice” group 


meticulously detailed interplay of 
three methsters out of bounds. 
This sometimes overwrought but 
well-acted film is relentlessly 
creepy in detailing the compul¬ 
sions of lost souls. Color filters 
and a pulsing score add to the 
hysteria. 

More implosions occur in Toy- 
oda Toshiald’s Blue Spring, a pow¬ 
erful variation on the ever-popu- 
lar theme of Japanese schoolboys 
who spend their time beating the 
hell out of each other. Ryuhei 
Matsuda, who played the queer 
samurai boytoy in Gohatto last 
year, is Kujo, stylish gang leader, 
teenage nihilist, and occasional 
gardener. Kujo’s status depends 
on his skill at the “clapping game,” 
a deadly activity that he must con¬ 
stantly re-enact to maintain his 
power. The film has been com¬ 
pared to Lord of the Flies, but it 
has its own charms thanks to

of bourgeois communalists, and 
an unhinged fireman who sets 
fires instead of putting them out. 
The combination of skilled natu¬ 
ralistic acting and an air of termi¬ 
nal quiet, interrupted by occa¬ 
sional bursts of violence, gives the 
film a gravitas belied by its low 
budget. The format is DVD-PAL, 
which looks close enough to 
35mm to fool viewers. 

Hard time 

Of course, just because the 
world is ending doesn’t mean we 
can’t ^ave;^ few laughs. Todd 
Hughes’ camp-trash comedy Tlte 
New Women stars indie empress 
Mary Woronov as Lisa La Strada, 
an ex-boozer who tries to navigate 
through a world where a mysteri¬ 
ous rainstorm has left all the men 
comatose, though they do get 
erections every 45 minutes. When 
Lisa isn’t taking advantage of this 
handy hard-on, she’s arguing with 
her vicious sister, who’s hoarding 
all the supplies, or bumping heads 
with a group of glassy-eyed god¬ 
dess worshippers who chant and 
prance to hilarious effect. The 
film’s main strength is Woronov, 
always a wonder, but never more 
than when she’s screeching such 
bon mots as, “Apparently every¬ 
body in this town knows you’re 
fucking this skag!” No actress has 
ever looked better in sheriff drag 
than the gorgeously angular 
Woronov. 

Armageddon need not be a 
global affair; there’s something to 
be said for internal blowouts, and 
there are several such entries in 
the fest. One of the best is Dan 
Mintz’s claustrophobic quasi-hor¬ 
ror film Cookers. This sledgeham¬ 
mer stroll through the world of 
drug-addled white trash takes 
place mostly in a creaky old house 
in the woods, where a trio of 
meth-heads are whipping up 
huge batches of the stuff. Mintz 
introduces a supernatural ele¬ 
ment, but there was no need. 
There are scares enough in the 


strong performances and a 
scorching attack on dehumaniz¬ 
ing Japanese consumer culture. 

Face time 

Speaking of things queer, as 
one must, always, there are sever¬ 
al films of interest. Charlie Adler’s 
No Prom for Cindy is a startling 
“long short” (26 minutes) about a 
14-year-old girl suspected by her 
friends of being lesbian. Adler 
took a risk in casting himself, a 
45-year-old man, as “Cindy,” and 
some may reject the conceit as 
plain silly. But the film gets 
mileage out of this trope, which 
forces viewers to consider how we 
think about gender, particularly 
in a scene where Cindy slips one 
of her gal pals a little tongue. 
Adler almost manages to become 
this giggling girl despite his tat¬ 
tooed bicep and beard. 

Unseen by this reviewer but 
undoubtedly worth a look is 
Robert Taicher’s Shut Yer Dirty 
Little Mouth. This feature is based 
on the “Shut Up Little Man” phe¬ 
nomenon familiar to fans of in¬ 
sane subcultures. The colorful 
ravings of two aging, probably 
queer but homophobic drunks 
living in a San Francisco dive were 
recorded by their first aggravated, 
then enchanted neighbors, who 
got to know Peter and Raymond 
and marketed their rants in a CD 
called Shut Up Little Man! Direc¬ 
tor Robert Taicher used these 
rants as the basis of the film. 

Another San Franciscan 
plumbing the depths of alt.culture 
is Thoth, that wailing dervish in a 
loincloth familiar to many a 24th 
Street BART rider a while back 
and subject of Sarah Kernochan’s 
documentary of the same title. 
Thoth describes himself as a “spir¬ 
itual hermaphrodite,” though cyn¬ 
ics may dismiss such high-falutin’ 
talk as the pretentious utterings of 
a mad queen. However, as the doc 
shows, Thoth is indeed an intelli¬ 
gent, thoughtful character who 
has created a very rich interior

world, complete with language 
and music, that he shares with the 
outside through his performances. 

Queer-tinged though not au¬ 
thentically queer is the Reverend 
Steven Johnson Leyba, an artist, 
devil-worshipper, and Native 
American activist from San Fran¬ 
cisco whose life and philosophy 
— and high heels, dick and ass — 
are on parade in Marc Rokoff’s 
doc Unspeakable. Leyba was the 
guy at the Jack Davis party whose 
girlfriend shoved a whiskey bottle 


up his ass and bloodied up his 
back. But, despite all the self-con¬ 
sciously shocking scenes in the 
film — and, be warned, there are 
many — Leyba is a very gifted vi¬ 
sual and performance artist, and 
surprisingly low-key, sensible, al¬ 
most “normal” in his interviews. 
He does not look good in high 
heels, however, and should per¬ 
haps stick to cloven hooves. W

Love and carnage

ou can’t always get what you 
want. But then again, there 
are those days when the 
mailman brings it right to your 
door. In my last column, I com¬ 
plained, “These days I want true 
love. Or utter sensation.” And then 
I received Titan’s latest DVDs, 
the saturant bounty of De¬ 
sire and Sea Men/Fallen 
Angel IV, in which the 
former provides the for¬ 
mer, and the latter, the 
latter. Both come in 
such standard-setting 
packages crammed with 
innovative 
extra fea¬ 
tures that 
the indus¬ 
try hasn’t yet created the cate¬ 
gories of awards these discs de¬ 
serve. 

Even though these two movies 
deliver the range of extremes, 
from nice to nasty, the guys in the 
romantically oriented Desire make 
out just as earnestly as do the guys 
in the rough-treatment Sea Men. 


They just don’t use implements. 
There’s no love story to Desire, 
just some furry-chested, stubble¬ 
faced adult men coming together 
with intimate, lingering, always 
hearty passion. 

In the first scene of Desire, 
Michael Vicenzo meets a creamy- 
eyed Spaniard named Ivan An¬ 
dros. In a scene which sets the 
movie’s tone, they move 
from loving embrace 
and consummate ex¬ 
ploration to aban¬ 
doned fucking. The 
, warm-toned 
videography is deliv¬ 
ered through mood¬ 
enhancing dissolves, 
without 
the inter- 
ruptive 
jump cuts 
that are elsewhere the standard. 
You’ll enjoy taking your time as 
this pair makes out. When Ivan’s 
sphincter opens so rotundly, 
Michael’s tongue is drawn as sure¬ 
ly inward as if it were Alice, and 
Ivan the rabbit hole. 

Vicenzo has previously been 
filmed in a handful of threeways. 


Yet, in the disc’s bonus interview, 
he reveals that this type of one- 
on-one is his personal preference. 
“It’s more intimate, more roman¬ 
tic,” he says. And he’s right. Which 
is not to imply that the threeway 
which is the movie’s second scene 
is neither intimate nor romantic. 
Everything’s contextual, you 
know. With a fire crackling in the 
hearth, a pair of lovers and their 
neighbor lift a champagne toast 
To Relationships! as they celebrate 
the one-year anniversary of their 
close friendship by getting it on 
— again. While this trio is more 
sportive than romantic, this is no 
casual fling. The men’s leisure dis¬ 
plays a thoroughness that can 
only come from a longtime and 
close bonding. After a quarter- 
hour of lip locks on every part of 
the body where a lip can be 
locked, they cum in succession. 
Then, as the bass backbeat heats 
up the soundtrack, they dive right 
into a more urgent fucking, as 
ruggedly handsome Matt Size¬ 
more (who certainly lives up to 
his nom de porn) and muscle- 
hump Colton Roth thrust their 
throbbing torpedoes into Marine-
